That corrupt, 
wicked, persecuting power has been mani- 
fested in all its vast proportions, has run its 
course of evil, and is now struggling in the 
last extremities of its existence, as is ad- 
mitted by all observers. But its death blow 
ia iu be civ en by the Lord Jesus Christ at 
his glorious epiphany. Hence his coming 
must be near, in the most emphatic sense of

In referring to the prospects and plans of 
the Pappacy, a European paper gives the 
following : 

"Abandoned by all the European govern- 
ments, the Court of Rome feels that it must 
continue its struggle alone, and it is prepar- 
ing to do so with all the energy of despair. 
It is now organizing the Italian Catholic 
Association for the defence of the liberties of 
the church. The statutes of the association 
are being drawn up at Rome. The object 
will be to organize the numerous clerical 
party in the peninsula, so as to exercise a 
powerful and inevitable pressure at the com- 
ing election, and on the govermental machine 
as it now exists. Great exertions, too, are 
being made to obtain as many signatures as 
possible, to the address from the Italians to 
the Pope, protesting against the rupture of 
the negotiations with Rome by the Italian 
government. The address is signed both in 
the kingdom of Italy and the Papal territo- 
ries, and the priests in the neighborhood of 
Rome recommend the faithful to affix their 
name to it. In every small town commis 
siouers have been appointed to receive sig- 
natures, together with subscriptions in 
money. 

Finally, the Pope has formed a project 
which will cause the greatest excitement 
throughout the Catholic world. Pious IX 
was much struck by the fetes at Florence in 
honor of Dante, and has resolved next year, 
(the celebrated year, 1800,) to celebrate the 
18th secular anniversary of the martyrdom 
of St. Peter, (crucified A. D. 66 at Rome.) 
The Catholic bishops of the whole world are 
to be summoned to the canonization with 
which the celebration will commence, and 
Pious IX wishes the whole Catholic laity — 
that is to say, all the faithful of the five parts 
of the globe — to be invited. The invitations 
to the bishops were to be sent out in Nov- 
ember ; and each bishop is, in his turn, to 
call upon so many of the faithful of his 
diocese as can do so, to undertake a pilgrim- 
age to the eternal city. On this occasion it 
is certain, important measures will be taken, 
and that an ecumenical council will be held. 

A Paris writer says : — "Poor Pious IX is 
passing through dark days. He is upon the 
brink of an abyss, and seeks in vain for a 
way to escape the catastrophe which threat- 
ens him. It is more and more probable that 
the temporal power of Popery has attained 
the last limit of its duration." 

He has said, "I sit a queen, and am no 
widow, and shall see no sorrow. Therefore 
shall her plagues come in one day, death, 
and mourning, and famine ; and she shall be 
utterly burned with fire : for strong is the 
Lord God who judgeth her." 

All of us are aware that ancient Babylon 
was overthrown during a great gathering 
aud feast, and now that "Mystery, Babylon," 
on the eve of her downfall, is making ar- 
rangements for the largest gathering of 
Catholics ever known, to celebrate the death 
of St. Peter, whom they call their first Pope, 
and whose name will give a prestige to the 
affair, we may well inquire whether the an- 
ticipated celbration at the centre of the Pa- 



pal power, will not prove to be the epoch 
when, being "weighed in the balances, and 
found wanting f "with violence shall that 
great city Babylon be thrown down, and 
shall be formed no more at all." 

It may be that we shall yet find that those 
learned and pious men of the past, who ex- 
pected the overthrow of the Popedom in 
1866, we^e not far from being correct in 
their expectations in this respect. At any 
rate, the times are full of significant omens, 
which indicate to the faithful watcher, that 
the long looked for and desired day of de- 
liverenee is at hand. 

It is "no time for reposing. 'The Lord is 
near V breaks on the ear ; O, come, come 
away !" come away from the world ; come 
away from all the entanglements of evil ; 
come away from whatever will interrupt 
your peace and communion with God, and 
unfit you for the solemn day just about to 
break upon our wondering vision. Readers 
of the Herald, are we awake to our position? 
Are we showing by word aud deed that we 
expect soon to meet the Judge of all the 
earth, to render an account of our steward- 
ship ? Have we consecrated all to God, and 
so expending what we have as to have it 
"tell on ages, tell for God?" May God 
rouse us to a clear view of our dangers, and 
duties, and keep us ever watchful, and faith- 
ful, that "coming suddenly," the Master may 
not "find us sleeping."

CHURCH MEMBERSHIP.

In relation to the Bible, there are only 
two classes of persons who are consistent. 
The first is the practical Christian, and the 
second is the infidel. The first part of these 
is the highest style of man, but I am not 
disposed to put down the second as the low- 
est. I am inclined to give a still lower place 
to the professor, who believing or pretend- 
ing to believe in the Bible, yet refuses to 
yield obedience to its precepts, and has no 
faith either in its promoses or its threatenings. 
Such a man does more injury to Christ's 
cause than an openly professed unbeliever, 
for under the guise of a friend, he is in 
reality a foe. Divest such a man or such a 
class of men, of the sheep's clothing in which 
they are arrayed, and you would do more to 
forward the cause of Christ than by answer- 
ing Hume's essay on Miracles, confuting 
Colenso, and proving Re nan to be an ad- 
dle-pated rhapsodist. 

One principal cause of the low state of 
the cause of Christ in our day, is the preva- 
lence of such men in the churches. They 
are to be found everywhere, in all denomina- 
tions, in the pew, in the pulpit, in the editor's 
seat, and in every case their leading charac- 
teristics are the same ; in every case they 
are distinguished by worldliness, and want 
of faith disguised by a form of words, a 
lacquer of Christianity. If the professing 
church of God was sound at the core, if the 
cause of Christ had no enemies but those 
who are on the outside, there might be some 
shew of argument on behalf of the fiction of 
the world's conversion, for in that case truth 
would have a fair field, but alas for the 
church whose worst toes are of its own 
household. Humanly speaking, such a 
church is not likely to be an instrument of 
much good, while there is a likelihood 
amounting almost to a certainty, that it will 
be productive of much evil. 

Reader. Paltitudes, platitudes, platitudes, 
Mere truisms, Mr Scribbler, the veriest com- 
mon places. We have heard the same kind 
of talk a thousand times. Cease to prose, 
tell us someting new, or drop the pen. 

P. M. Gentle reader I will not drop the 
pen, and yet, upon this subject, I have noth- 
ing new to say. I can only tell you what 
you know already, for you yourself know 
perfectly, that the evil on which I am now 
commenting is in full operation in the 
church in our day, that it has increased, is 
increasing, and ought to be diminished. I 
will not therefore cease t.o speak ot jit. The 
editor of the Herald may indeed refuse to 
publ'sh my lucubrations, or if he does publish 
them, then you may refuse to read them, but 
speak upon the subject I will, you may de- 
pend upon it, whether folks will hear or 
whether they will forbear. 

R. Well, at least speak to the purpose. 
Tell us what you would be at. By the mul- 
tiplication of many words, by plentifully de- 
claring the thing as it is, you have made 
known to us what we knew before, that 
there are many false professors in the church, 
now tell us how the evil is to be cured, or 
how the spread of it is to be prevented. 
P. M. You set me a hard task, but as in 



upon myself, I must meet it as I may. 

Well then I would say in the first place 
to churches and pastors of churches, and to 
the last more than the first, that the evil 
might be greatly mitigated by the exercise 
of little common sense. If you were going 
to choose a clerk, a farm servant, a house- 
hold "help," a manager of a bank, a director 
of a railway, a member of parliament, a 
( Jovenor of a State, you would naturally 
choose one that in your opinion was fit for 
the place. Act on the same principle in ad- 
mitting members to your churches. Admit 
ouly those that are fit for the place. 

R. Very good, very good indeed, Mr. 
Scribbler. Better than I expected. Now 
please tell us what are the requisite qualifi- 
cations for a church member. 

P. M. Well, wealth is not one of them, 
neither is worldly status. Nay, it is frequent- 
ly a hindrance, for Chirst tells us that hardly 
bhall a rich man enter the kingdom of God. 

R. Mr. Scribbler, Mr. Scribbler, this is 
downright heresy. They will put you out 
of the synagogues, if you talk alter this wild 
fashion. 

P. M. Let them. But ,even although 
they»should thrust me into the inner prison 
and set my feet fast in the stocks, yet from 
thence would I maintain that although the 
gold ring and the goodly apparel may be 
very desirable thing in themselves, they do 
not constitute a claim for church member- 
ship. 

R. Then what would you have ? A 
church composed only of poor people ? 

P. M. "The rich and the poor meet to- 
gether, the Lord is the maker of them all." 
"If kings would come, none welcomer than 
tjiey," but when they come into the church 
they had better leave their crowns behind 
them, and be prepared in humble imitation 
of their Divine Master, to wash the saint's 
feet. 

R. Nonsense. Nobody would want 
them to do any such thing. Rich and great 
men are always welcome into the church, 
and every body feels that the uppermost 
seats in the synagogue are theirs as a mat tot 
of right. You are behind the times. But 
tell me ; you at least desire members don't 
you ? you admit that it is a very desirable j 
thing to have a strong church ? 

P. M. Very. A church strong in the ' 
Lord and in the power of his might, • 
thing to be generally desiderated, but wh 
er numbers always give that kind of strength, 
demands a doubt. 

R. How can it ? Is not an army of a 
hundred thousand men much stronger than 
one of five thousand ? 

P. M. I have read in an old book, of an 
army so numerous as to be compared to 
grasshoppers, being defeated by a band ot 
men only three hundred strong, armed with 
lamps and trumpets. 

R. Oh that is all very well, but the 
case of Gideon is exceptional. But a strong 
church is an excellent thing. 

P. M. Excellent. A church which has 
power with God, is a thing to be greatly 
desired, but whether mere numbers give i 
that power is another question. For my 
part if I had any fighting to do, I would 
rather be backed by half a dozen of lions 
than a whole herd of deer. 

R. But if the church does not shew a 
strong front to the world, the world will 
despise it. 

P. M. And so you think that the world 
is so purblind that it cannot see the differ- 
ence between the lion hearted Christian who 
stands up for his Saviour without shame or 
fear, and the poor timorous herd who are 
afraid to speak a word on his behalf, and 
have not the coui*age to open the mouth or 
peep in the presence of worldly men. Give 
the world credit for greater discernment. It 
has a thorough contempt for mere profession. 

R. But think of the good you may do to 
a man who is favorably inclined to religion 
by taking him into the church. 

P. M. Nay, rather think of the evil you 
are doing him. To induce a man who is 
not a Christian to make a profession of faith 
in Christ, is to make him a hypocrite*. It is 
to do much more. It is injuring the man's 
soul. Mark the emphatic words of the 
Scripture on this point. They are too much 
*left out of view in the present day, "Where- 
fore whosoever shall eat this bread and 
drink this cup of the Lord unworthily, shall 
be guilty of the body and blood of the Lord. 
But let a man examine himself, and so let 
him eat of the bread and drink of the cup. 
For he that eateth and drinketh unworthily, 
eateth and drinketh damnation to himself, 
not discerning the Lord's body." 1 Cor. 11: 



27-29. When I consider these words, .and 
mark the reckless manner in which members 
are admitted, nay, hurried and pressed into 
the church, I feel at no loss to account for 
the low state of religion amongst us. The next 
verse explains the whole mystery, "For this 
cause many are" weak and sickiy among you, and 
many sleep." I would not occupy the place 
and incur the responsibility of some pastors 
in the present day, for any benefit that this 
world could bestow. 'Desirous only, appai- 
ently, of making a fair shew in the flesh, and i 
their standing well with tbeir respective.de- r 
nominations, they constrain men to become 
members of the church when in reality they 
have no lot or part in the church's Head.

R. You take too serious a view of this 
matter. Perhaps the admission of an uncon- 
verted man into the cllurch may lead to his 
conversion. 

P. M. And perhaps as the above quota- 
tion from the epistle to the Corinthians 
serves to shew, it may lead to his damnation. 
For my own part I would much rather not 
run the risk. We have learned something 
worth knowing, when we are taught that 
"it is* not the church that makes Christians, 
but Christians that make the church." 

R. Then I presume you would disap- 
prove of exciting men's minds and getting 
them to be baptized or become church mem- 
bers or candidates for church membership, 
while under the influence of that excitement ? 

P. M. Heartily, most heartily, and yet 
again most heartily. True Christianity, 
usually speaking, is the result of reflection. 
The God of reason and the God of revela- 
tion is one God. He desires that in the 
matter of salvation, as in other matter-, 
we should exercise our reason. Come now, 
are his own words, let us us reason together. 
This is what men in a state of excitement 
cannot do. 

R. You have hitherto been dealing in 
negatives. Now give us something positive. 
Tell us in plain words what in your opinion 
are the true and only grounds for admission 
of the fellowship of the church of God. 
Your answer will doubtless be somewhat 
lengthy one, but still I would like to hear 
it. 

P. M. My answer is *this. The qualifi- 
cations for a member of Christ's 1 church are 
these : Faith, Hope, and Charity, these 
three ; but the greatest of these is Charity. 

R. Is that all ? 

P. M. That is all.

God'a grace sufficient to^sanctify corrupted man." 
"I can do all things through Christ, 
lich strengtheneth me," (Phil, iv. 13.) is 
t the language of a boastful, or self-righte- 
s man. It is the language of him, who, in 
s sincere humility, declared that "he count- 
not himself to have apprehended ; but, 
.it he had followed after, iT by any means 
■ might attain into the resurrection of the 
■ad," {Phil. iii. 12.) ; it is the language of 
m, who knew that he must maintain'a per- 
.'tual warfare with evil and seducing pas- 
ons, "lest that, by any means, when he had 
eaehed to others, he himself miaht he a 
ist-away, (1 Cor. ix. 27.) This strong 
eclaration came, not from trust in himself, 
ut from trust in God ; it came from a full 
iceptance, and a just appreciation, of the 
ift of God, and of the promises of the Gos- 
el. For the whole tone of the Gospel is, 
i fact, a tone of triumph. It denounces, 
ideedjthe bitterest, and severest woes against 
n ; it sees, and it proclaims, the weakness 
ud corruption of the human heart ; it is ex- 
eme and exact, in requiring, from that 
eak and corrupted heart, the practice ot 
io highest holiness : yet, with all this in its 
ew, with the danger ot sin, and with man's 
•opensity to sin, with the difficulties of ho- 
less, and man's aversion from holiness, full 
view, — the tone of the Gospel is a tone 
triumph. I speak not now of its triumph, 
contemplating the state of man himself, 
>der the Gospel ; .and in teaching that, not- 
thstandirfg the evils of his own heart and 
ture, he may be not only more than con- 
eror o ver the dangers of sin, aud the temp- 
ions of an evil heart ; but that he may per-

8. If you lead a life of penitence, and 
seek daily to have grace given you, it will be 
imparted to you, and through you to your 
children. 

9. If you always seek Divine guidance, 
your children will more willingly be directed 
by you. 

10. The more obedient you are to God, 
the more obedient will your children be to 
you ; thus in his childhood the wise Solomon 
asked of the Loud "an obedient heart," in 
order to be able to govern his people. 

M. As soon as the master becomes luke- 
warm in communion with God, that luke- 
warm ness Avill extend itself among his pupils. 

12. That which forms a wall of separa- 
tion betweed God and yourself, will be a 
source of evil to your children. 

13. An example in which love does not 
form a chief feature, is but as the light of the 
moon ; it is cold and feeble. 

14. An example animated by an ardent 
and sincere love, shines l^ke the "sun; it 
warms and invigorates. 



Perseverance. — "Be faithf ul unto death, 
and I will give thee a crown of life." Thus 
spake the Spirit of God unto the. angel ojt 
the Church of Smyrna. For he that is 
varm to-day and cold to-morrow, zealous in 
he beginning, and slack and easy in his pro- 
gress, hath not yet well chosen what side he will 
be of; he sees not reason enough for religion, 
and he hath not confidence enough for its 
contrary ; and therefore he is of "doubtful 
mind." For religion is worth as much to- 
day as yesterday, and that cannot change 
though we do ; and if we do, we have left 
God ; and whither he can go that goes from 
God, his own sorrows will soon enough in- 
struct him. This fire must never go out, 
but it must be like the fire of heaven ; it 
must shine like the stars, though sometimes 
covered with a cloud, or obscured by a 
greater light ; yet they dwell forever in their 
orbs, and walk in their circles, and observe 
their circumstances, but go not out by day 
or night, and set not when kings die, nor are 
extinguished when nations change their gov- 
ernment. So must the zeal of a Christian 
be a constant incentive of* his duty ; and 
though sometimes his hand' is drawn back by 
violence or need, and his prayers are short- 
ened by the importunity of holiness, and 
some parts omitted by necessities and just 
compliances, yet still the fire is kept alive ; 
it burns within when the light breaks not 
forth, and is eternal as the orb of fire, or the 
embers of the altar of incense. — Bishop Jere- 
my 2\iylor.

Half a century ago, in the side hill orch- 
ard, stood the old pie apple-tree. With trunk 
some two feet in diameter, with noble and 
wide-spreading branches, it was the favorite 
of the field. Its fruit was of early fall, large 
and plump in size, -striped and flushed in 
coloi , juicy, and of delicious flavor ; we chil- 
dren never wearied in regaling ourselves 
with its luscious products. But time, which 
hears onward to their doom all earthly things, 
has not forgotten even the old pie apple-tree, 
that it should be suffered to lag behind. 
The aged sire, who fifty years ago called it 
"My tree," with his sons and daughters, all 
sleep in the old grave-yard, and the children 
who played in the door-yard, romped in the 
orchard, and climbed the branches of the 
old tree, are now standing in the front ranks, 
awaiting the great reaper's sickle.

That stately 
trunk and those far-reaching and out-spread- 
ing arms were fast going to decay. Many of 
them had died, and the woodman's axe had 
made of them fuel for the fire. The heart 
was weakened, and its outer fibres had 
ceased with the vigor of its younger days to 
send upward the vivifying current. New 
shoots here and there had shot upward from 
its center, and perpetuated a decayed exist- 
ence, with here and there a semblance of its 
former products. But the whole appearance 
and condition of the tree indicated that its 
days would soon be numbered, and the re- 
maining branches which depended on the old 
trunk for nourishment, like it must soon fall. 

And how, we were ready to inquire, can 
the old pie apple-tree be preserved and per- 
petuated ? Only one way seethed to sug- 
gest itself, by which to secure that result. ■ 

These fresh young shoots which evidently 
derive very imperfect nutrition even now 
from the old trunk, if they remain there still, 
will with it soon die out. But if taken from 
the old stock, they are united by grafting 
process to a young, healthy and vigorous 
stock, from w l ie nee may be derived an 
abundant supply of nutriment, it may sur- 
vive, be rendered fruitful, preserve its own 
identity and produce a more delicious fruit 
than ever before. •

Adam the first, is that old trunk. Once full 
of life and vigor he gave life to a progeny 
more numerous than the stars of heaven. 
He became diseased and rotten at heart, and 
hasted to decay ; a weak and dwarfed race 
linger still ; the surviving branches of the 
old trunk, which must soon share its fate. | 
How shall these off-shoots be preserved and 
rejuvenated ? how be made to flourish in im- 
mortal vigor ? Only by being engrafted into 
a mere vigorous and living stock : and that 
stock is Jesus Christ, the last Adam, the 
Lord from heaven. 

Engrafted into him who is the well-spring 
of immortal life, the branch which other- 
wise hasteth to decay shall have everlasting 
life, and shall never perish ; neither shall he 
come into condemnation, but is passed from 
death unto life. 

The engrafting process in the kingdom of 
nature, is one so familiar to all that it need 
not be here repeated. But how shall the 
child of degenerate, and decayed and decay- 
ing Adam, be engrafted into the new and liv- 
ing stock ?

, grafted branches of his body will have place 
I there. He is soon coming to take possession 



HEAVEN, HELL, FAUADISE, AND THE' 
KINGDOM OF GOD: WHAT AND 
WHERE THEY ARE, AND THE 
RELATION OF MEN TO EACH. 



There is no word more full of terror 
than this, or at the mention of which, so 
many tremble. And well they may be dis- 
mayed at the sound, for it is associated with 
dreadful sorrows. The original Scriptures^ 
use four words which are rendered by our 
English word Hell. Sheol of the Hebrews,. 
Hades, Geenna and Tartarus of the Greeks. 
In addition to these is the Greek Abussos r 
rendered the deep, and BloUomless pit, but re- 
form g to the same place as Hades. 

Sheol of the Hebrew Script ures is rendered 1 
into the Greek both in the Septnagint of 'the 
Old Testament and in the New Testament, 
by the word Hades* Sheol was used by t he- 
Hebrews to designate the place of the soul 
in the intermediate state between death and 
the resurrection, and which the Scriptures 
locate in the bowels of the earth. Thus the 
Lord uses the term in Deut. 32 r 22. "For 
a fire is kindled in mine anger, and shall 
burn unto the lowest hell, and shall consume 
the earth with her increase, and set on fire 
the foundations of the mountains." That 
such a fire is kindled in the bowels of the 
earth, who can doubt ? That it has set on 
fire the foundations of the mountains, every 
volcano on earth proves. That it will con- 
sume the earth with her increase, every 
Christian is taught by 2d Peter 3d chapter. 
"Shall burn down to the lowest Sheol, or 
hell." Sheol, then, is in the bowels of the 
earth. So also when Korah and his compa- 
ny rebelled and the earth opened and swal- 
lowed them up, they "went down alive into 
Sheol, and the earth closed upon them, and 
they perished from among the congregation/* 
Heaven is always represented as being up- 
ward, "and hell or sheol, and hades, as being 
downward. Up into heaven, down to hell. 
To us there is but one way d.own y and that 
is into the earth. The Bihle, therefore, al- 
ways represents Sheol and hades as being 
down in the earth. 

That Sheol is used to designate the place 
of the soul, we learn from IV 16 : 10. "Thou 
wilt not leave my soul in hell, or Sheol, nei- 
ther wilt thou suffer thy holy one to see cor- 
ruption." The Old Testament worthies ex- 
pected their souls to go to Sheol when they 
died. Thus the old patriarch Jacob, when 
Joseph's clothes were returned to him, said, 
"It is my son's coat ; an evil beast hath de- 
voured him ; Joseph is without doubt rent 
in pieces." "For I will go down into Sheol 
to my son mourning." Jacob did not mean 
that he would go down to the grave to his 
son, where his dust lay; for he did not be- 
lieve he was in the grave, but that he had 
been devoured by a wild beast. 

They understood Sheol to be a place of 
pain and sorrow. "The sorrows of Sheol 
compassed me." Ps. 18 : 5. "The pains of 
Sheol gat hold upon me." 116:3. 

When the king of Babylon died, he is said 
to have gone down to hell or Sheol. "Hell 
{Sheol) from heneath is moved for thee to 
meet thee at thy coming: it stirreth up the 
dead for thee, even all the chief ones of the 
earth ; it hath raised up from their thrones 
all the kings of the nations. They shall speak 
and say unto thee, Art thou become weak as 
we? Art thou become like unto us?" Sheol f 
therefore, is the place of the dead, where they 
meet, receive, recognize and converse with 
new comers. Say they to the king of 
Babylon, "Thou shalt be brought down to 
Sheol, to the sides of the pit." 

All the foregoing instauces are the literal 
use of the word Sheol, for the place of souls 
departed. But it has also its figurative use 
to express whatever is downward, low, or 
deep. Hence it is used for the grave because 
it is downward in the earth. Also, Jonah in 
the fish's belly cried "out of the belly of 
Sheol" It would be as foolish to attempt to 
deny the figurative use of the word to desig- 
nate the place of the body in silence and 
darkness, where there is no work, nor devise, 
nor wisdom, nor knowledge ; a place that 
cannot celebrate God's praise, as it is to deny 
its literal use to designate the place of the 
soul where they do know, recognize and con- 
verse. To deny either meaning and use will 
be to fill the Bible with contradictions. To 
admit both uses, harmonizes all that is said 
on the subject. I prefer, therefore, to admit 
both uses, and thus give the word- of God its 
obvious meaning in each instance. 

HADES. 

The New Testament uses the word in its 
literal sense, to designate the place of the 
soul, except in one instance, where it is used 
figuratively for a low and debased condition. 
"And thou Capernaum, which art exalted to 
heaven, shalt be brought down to neU. 
This is an antithesis, expressive of two ex- 
tremes — exaltation and debasement. 

In Matt. 16 : 18, "The gates of hell shall 
not prevail against it," the word is used in its 
literal sense, and affirms that the gates of 
hades or the under- wo rid will be opened, and 
all his Church released and resurrected. 
Luke 1G : 23, it is used in its literal sense 
for the place of departed souls : "In hades ho 
lifted up his eyes being in torment." So al- 
so, Acts 2 : 27, "Thou wilt not leave my 
soul in hades," is an instance of its literal 
use. The same is true of 1 Cor. 15 : 55 . 
Rev. 1 : 18; 20: 13, "O death where is thy 
sting, oli hades, where is thy victory ?" "I 
have the keys of death and hades." "Death 
and hades delivered up the dead which were 
in them." The revised Testament of the 
American Bible Union, renders the word the 
inider-world, which is a true expression of 
the meaning of the word. If they carried 
out the principle to translate all words from 
Greek into English, they could only do it by 
under-world. 

The word embraced two departments, both 
of which were, according to the faith of the 
Jews, under the earth ; one for the righteous 
and the other for the wicked. Joseph us, 
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the Jewish historian, has g'nreia us a full and 
explicit definition of the term as SJbat people 
used it. That lie was substantially correct 
we have reason to believe from the fact that 
our Saviour used the „ terms i« the same 
sense. Tfee following is Joseplms' account 
of hades " 

"Now sis to Ha&es, wherein tire souls of 
the righteous and unrighteous are detained, 
it is necessary to Speak of it. Hades is a 
place in *he work* not regularly finished ; a 
subtert-aiteous region, wl*ereiia the light of 
this wo*-ld does f*ot shme, \t o&nnot be but 
there must be i*i it perpetw^i darkness. 
This region is allotted as" a pltiee of custody 
for souls, in which angels are appointed as 
guardians to them, who distribute to them 
temporary punishments, ag-reeable to every 
one's behaviour and manners. 

In this region there is «. certain place set 
apart, as a lake of unquenchable fire, where- 
in to we suppose no one hath hknerto been 
«ast, but it prepared Tor a day afore-de- 
termined by God, in winch one righteous 
sentence shall deservedly "be passed upon all 
men ; when the unjust, and those that have 
been disobedient to God, and have given 
honor to such idols as have been the vain 
operations of fhe hands of men, as to God 
himself; shall fee adjudged to this ever- 
lasting punisliment; a* having been the 
causes of defilement ; while the just shall ob- 
tain an incorruptible and never-fading king- 
dom. These are now indeed confined in 
Hades, but trot in the same place wherein the 
unjust are confined. 

For there is cue descent in this region, at 
whose gate we believe there stands an arch- 
angel with <a host ; 'which gate those pass 
through that are conducted down by the an- 
gels appointed over souls, fhey do not go the 
same way, but the just are guided to the 
right ftund, and are led with hymns, sung by 
the angels appointed over that place, unto a 
region of light, in which the just have dwelt 
from the beginning of the world ; not con- 
strained by necessity, but ever enjoying the 
prospect of the good things they see, and re- 
joicing in the expecting of those new enjoy- 
ments which will be peculiar to. every one of 
thena, and esteeming those things beyond 
what we have here ; with whom there is no 
place ot toil ; no burning heat, no piercing 
cold ; nor are any briers there ; but the 
countenance of the fathers and of the just, 
which they see always, smiles upon them, 
while they wait for the rest and eternal new 
life in heaven, which is to succeed this region. 
This place we call the bosom of Abraham. 

"But as to. tire unjust, they are dragged by 
force to the left hand by the angels allotted 
for punishment, no longer going with a good 
will, but as prisoners driven by violence ; to 
whom are sent the angels appointed over 
fhem to reproach them, and threaten them 
with their terrible looks, and to thrust them 
still downwards. Now these angels that are 
set over these souls drag them into the neigh- 
borhood of hell itself ; who when they are 
hard by it, continually hear the noise of it, 
and do not stand clear of the hot vapor itself; 
but when they have a near view of this spec- 
tacle, as of a terrible and exceeding great 
prospect of fire, they are struck with a fear- 
ful expectation of a future judgment, and in 
effect punished thereby ; not only so, but 
where they see the place (or choir) of the 
fathers and of the just, even hereby are they 
ounished ; for a chaos deep and large is fixed 
between them : insomuch that a just man 
that hath compassion upon them cannot be 
admitted, nor can one that is unjust, if he 
were bold enough to attempt it, pass over it."

GLtEAT BRITAIN. 

Sir H. Storkes and Mr. Roundell, Secre- 
tary to the Loyal Commission, also Mr. J. 
Gorrie, Advocate Deputy for Scotland, who 
acts as counsel for the sufferers in the late 
outbreak, sailed per steamer for Jamaica, 
December 18. Storkes has been appointed 
Governor of Jamaica. 

£835,500 are on the way from Australia 
to London. 

Consols are very heavy in consequence of 
the continued drain of gold from the bank ; 
quoted at 87£ a 87£ for money. French 
rentes heavy at 68 f. 35c. 

The Governor of Richmond Bridewell had 
been dismissed. The Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland had refused to appoint a commission 
of inquiry into Stephen's escape. 
The cattle plague was increasing. 
The Jamaica commission has framed an 
order to watch the progress of official inquiry 
and furnish Mrs. Gordon and others with le- 
gal assistance. 

The London Times says Secretary Mc- 
Culloch's report to Congress is a very able 
document. It is remarkable among similar 
American official documents as being ground- 
ed on sound financial principles. The most 
striking point is his confidence in inviting the 
action of the Executive for a loan for funding 
the paper currency. Whatever may be the 
cause of the financial discussion, the current 
session of Congress will be watched by Eng- 
land, which is much in the same position. 
FRANCE. 

Prince Napoleon arrived in Paris on the 
13th. The Liberie says Prince Napoleon 
went to the Tuileries on the 18th. 

Gen. Schofield had returned to Paris 
from London.

AUSTRIA. 

The Hungarian Diet wa3 opened on the 
14th inst., by the Emperor in person. 

His Majesty said a contradiction existed 
between the statements of some Austrian 
statesmen, who asserted that Hungary had 
forfeited all her ancient constitutional rights 
by the insurrection of 1848-0, and the claim 
of the Hungarian political parties to have 
all constitutional reform vigorously carried 
out on the basts of historical rights. This 
contradiction could only be reconciled by the 
pragmatic sanction . which both parties had 
taken as their point of departure. 

The Emperor recognized the necessity of 
the autonomy of Hungary, so far as it does 
not effect the unity of the Empire, and the 
position of Austria as a great European 
power. His Majesty wished to re-establish 
the integrity of the Hungarian Crown, and 
in order to effect this, steps had been taken 
that Transylvania and Croatia should be 
represented in the Diet at Pesth. " The first 
task before the Diet was to take into consid- 
eration those questions which concern all the 
provinces. 

The Emperor wished the Diet to keep in 
view, as their principal aim, the unity of the 
Empire and the position of Austria as a 
great power. The second object of the Diet 
must be the revision of the laws of 1848, 
which were to be modified, since they were 
incompatible not only with the unity of the 
Empire, but with the rights of the sovereign. 
These principal questions having been solved, 
tht Diet must then discuss the inaugural di- 
ploma (the programme of the Coronation,) 
after which the coronation of the Emperor 
oi Austria as King of Hungary would take 
place. He hoped that the confidence between 
the nation and the King would be increased, 
and that the great work of decentralizing 
Austria and Hungary would give satisfaction 
to all the nationalities composing the Em- 
pire. 

His Majesty's speech was frequently in- 
terrupted by cheers. 

SPAIN AND CHILI. 

A Paris correspondent 'of the the Times 
says the English note, amended by the 
French Government, and accepted by Eng- 
land, containing certain propositions for the 
settlement of the Chilian difficulty, was re- 
ceived at Madrid on the 9th, and its recep- 
tion acknowledged the same evening by tel- 
egraph to Paris. It proposes that vessels 
captured from Chili by Pareja shall be given 
back, and" that no money payment in shape 
of indemnity be demanded. As to salutes, 
on which Chilians are as punctilious as 
Spaniards, it is proposed they shall be alter- 
nate — that is, the first gun of the Chilians 
shall be immediately answered by the Span- 
ish Admiral, and so on, gun for gun. 

. BELGIUM. 

At the funeral of King Leopold, Queen 
Victoria will be represented by Lord Sydney, 
and five generals of the English army will 
also he present, likewise the Prince of Wales 
and Prince Arthur. 

The Emperor Napoleon will be represent- 
ed by the Duke of Bassano. The Crown 
Prince of Prussia, Grand Duke Constantino 
of Prussia and other high personages are 
also expected. 

Leopold the Second took the constitutional 
oath before both houses on the 17th. He 
made a speech thanking foreigners for their 
sympathy, and said : "I shall religiously fol- 
low my father's example and precepts. I 
will be a Belgian king from my heart and 
soul. My constitutional position heeps me 
aloof from conflict of opinions, leaving the 
country to decide them. By activity and 
progress Belgium will retain the support pf„ 
foreign powers." The Senate and Deputies' 
address to the King will express a desire for 
concord. The presentation of addresses took 
place on the 18th. They express unalterable 
devotion to the King, and the conviction that 
the King will preserve that which the cour- 
age of the people had founded and the wis- 
dom of Leopold the First consolidated. 

INDIA. 

The public health was good at Bombay. 
The crops present a promising appearance. 
Cotton advancing. 

Liverpool, Dec. 20. — The steamship City 
cf Baltimore arrived at Queenstown to-day. 

The discount demand at the Bank of Eng- 
land was in full scale, but in the Stock Ex- 
change the supply of money was rather 
abundant. Short advances offered at 4 a 4 J 
per cent. The drain of gold from the bank 
for Paris and Alexandria continued, and 
there were no arrivals. 

McCafFerty, formerly a captain in the con- 
federate armies, and a subject of the United 
States, has been put on trial for Fenianism 
at Cork. The judges held that his being an 
alien was fatal to the indictment, and the 
jury rendered a verdict of not guilty. 

Tlie grand jury at Cork had indicted T. 
Duggan, O' Donovan, John Cassey, James 
Mountane and A. Nichols, Jr., for treason 
and felony. 

There has. been a slight increase in the 
deaths from cholera in Paris. 
Flour had declined in Paris. 
A treaty of commerce between England 
and Austria had been drawn up, and would 
be signed immediately. 

Count Eulenberg, concerned in the mur- 
der ot Ott, Prince Alfred's cook, had been 
sentenced to five and a half month's confine- 
ment. 

A Turkish loan of six millions sterling is 
announced to have been negotiated in Paris 
at 6G. 

MEXICAN AFFAIRS. 

It has been erroneously stated that the 
French and United States governments have 
arrived at an understanding with regard to 
Mexican affairs. It is known, however, that 
Maxim ill ian has not met his pecuniary en- 
gagements with Napoleon for keeping the 
French troops in Mexico, and that the 
French Emperor is not willing to support a 
military force at his own expense. . 

It is a subject of comment, that at the 
President's reception yesterday, none of the 
Diplomatic Corps recognized or spoke to the 
Mexican Minister. They evidently do not 
acknowledge I inn as a representative of any 
government. Senor Romero was cordially 
received by President Johnson, but remained 



j only a few minutes in the reception room, 
( leaving some time before the departure of 
I the other Ministers. 

I A steamer which arrived at New York 
lately from Vera Cruz 24th ult., reports that 
the Empress had ret urnea* from Yucatan, ar- 
riving at Vera Cruz on the 20th. The visit 
is said to have been very satisfactory. The 
Imperialists claim to have gained pother 
victory over the Republicans under on 
the 24th ult., near Comittifa, in which the 
famous leader Thomas Sanches was killed. 
Max mill ian had appointed Don Luis Arroyo, 
Assistant Secretary of Foreign Affairs, and 
Don Manuel B. Cunha Reis, exclusive Su 
perintendent of Introduction into Mexico of 
Coolie laborers. Gen. Quintanilla and his 
private secretary were assassinated on the 
27th of November, on one of the highways, 
by their military escort, with the object of 
plunder. The Republicans have taken pos- 
session of the town of La Paz. in Lower 
California. The announcement is made of 
the final prevalence of peace in the depart- 
ments of La Sierra and Huastica. Eight 
hundred French troops, whose time of ser- 
vice had expired, were to leave Vera Cruz 
on the 24th of December. The arrival of 
others from France was daily looked for. 
It is reported Maximilian's Minister of For- 
eign Affairs recently stated that the only 
hope of the Imperial government rested on 
the success of its loan in the London market. 
Gen. Ignacio Mendizavel has given in. his 
adhesion to the Imperial cause. The Em- 
peror Maximillian had sent the Empress of 
the French a Mexican medal of merit, in 
recognition of her noble example in visiting 
the cholera hospitals of Paris. A religious 
ceremony was held at Guadaloupe Hidalgo 
on the 12th ult. Fifty thousand persons 
were present, mostly Indians. The Emperor, 
Marshal Bazaine and Minister of State also 
attended.

President Johnson's message had been re- 
ceived by the English press with favor, and 
regarded as indicating a friendly spirit, and 
five-twenties advanced to 64| on its receipt. 
The Fenian trials still progressed. It was 
stated that Spain had accepted the mediation 
of England in Chilian affairs. 

A man and wife were found dead in their 
house in Worcester, under circumstances 
which seem to render it doubtful whether 
the deaths were caused by the inhalation of 
coal gas, or by the administration of poison. 

It appears that the burning of the steamer 
Commonwealth was attended by a loss of 
life. J, Dickinson Ripley of Norwich, a 
nephew of Gov. Buckingham of Connecticut, 
and who was studying medicine in New 
York, was so sound asleep in his stateroom 
that repeated poundings on the door and all 
the fire failed to arouse him, and he per- 
ished in the flames. 

The national debt decreased last month,

If you answer that you 
prefer it delivered at Paris, he gives you a 
note, with which, when you arrive at Paris, 
you go to an appointed place and receive 
your watch, as innocent of the payment of 
duty as when it left the goldsmith's hands in 
Geneva. 

Chicago is writhing under a mysterious 
horror.

Cain has found an Apologist in Dr. Cu tu- 
rnings of London, who, in his "Lives of the 
Patriarchs," says that as Cain can never 
have seen a dead human being, or learned 
any thing about death, or known that a 
heavy blow would destroy the vitality, of 
which, again, he can have perceived nothing^ 
his guilt was at the outside only man- 
slaughter. It has generally been supposed 
that the case of Cain was settled some time 
ago. 

The Fenian crisis is declared to be near 
at hand, Stephens, the Head Centre, de- 
mands prompt and decisive action. 

The Viceroy of Egypt has given to the 
American mission at Cairo a block of houses 
worth 200,000fr.

General Strong 
states that the death of President Johnson's 
brother there was solely owing to the want 
of prompt surgical aid, the local phisiciaus re- 
fusing to attend upon him because he was a 
relative of the President. 

Advices from the South show that the 
fears of insurrection about Christmas were 
without any adequate cause. 

Survivors of the Revolutionary 
War. — Only two survivors of all those who 
participated in the war of the Revolution, so 
far as is known by the Commissioner of 
Pensions, remain, viz. : William Hutch ins 
of Penobscot, Hancock County, Maine, aged 
101, and Lemuel Cook of Clarendon, Or- 
leans County, N. Y., aged 99, and only five 
widows of Revolutionary soldiers draw pen- 
sions from the government at the yearly 
amount of $283. 

La Frauce states that an explorer in 
Lower Fgypt has disinterred a basalt effigy, 
bearing certain hieroglyphics on its nlinth, 
indicating u beyond doubt that the features 
are those of Potiphar's wife." It goes on to 
say that these features are not prepossessing.

William Lloyd Garrison this week issues 
the last number of his Liberator* He has 
fought the good fight for 35 years, and ac- 
complished his object. Slavery has been 
abolished, and now he sheathes the sword 
and retires from the field. The final consum- 
mation of his work has been officially an- 
nounced in Secretary Seward's despatch on 
the ratification of the Constitutional Amend- 
ment. To that Mr. Garrison appends the 
following glowing editorial words : — 

With our own hands we liaye put in type 
this unspeakably cheering and important of- 
ficial announcement that, at last, the old "cov- 
enant with death" is annulled, and the "agree- 
ment with hell" no longer stands. Not a 
slave is left to clank his fetters, of the mill- 
ions that were -lately held in seeming hope- 
less bondage. Not a slave-holder may dare 
to present his claim of property in man, or 
assume the prerogative of trafficking in hu- 
man flesh and blood. Henceforth personal 
freedom is secured for all who dwell on the 
American soil, irrespective of complexion or 
race. It is not merely the abolition of slav- 
ery, with the only recognized right of each 
State to establish the system ad libitum, but 
it is the prohibition, by "the supreme law of 
the land," duly ratified, to enslave a human 
being in any part of our national domains, or 
to restore what has been overthrown. It is, 
consequently, the complete triumph as well 
as the utter termination of the anti-slavery 
struggle, as such. 



General Ptleow's Experience with 
Free dm en. — It appears from the following 
letter from General Pillow, late of the rebel 
army, that he has been very successful in sys- 
tematizing free negro labor in Tennessee and 
Arkansas : — 

"Nashville, Tenn., Dec. 22, 1865. 
" Major General O. O. Howard, Commission- 
er, Sfc, Sfc, Washington, D. C. — 
"It affords me pleasure to inform you that 
I have been successful beyond my most san- 
guine expectations in engaging labor for all 
my plantations in Arkansas and Tennessee. 
I have already engaged about four hundred 
freedmen, anuMiave full confidence in making 
a success of the work. I have given, in all 
cases, the freedmen a part of the crop of cot- 
ton, and I allow them land for the cultiva- 
tion of vegetables and corn for their own use 
without charge therefor. I could have en- 
gaged one thousand laborers if I had needed 
that number. My brother, who adopted my 
plan of work, succeeded in engaging laborers 
for three places he is working. I have put 
one largo plantation under white laborers 
from the North, upon precisely the same 
terms on which I engaged freedmen. I feel 
anxious to-try the system of white labor of 
that character for the plantation. Knowing 
the interest }ou feel in the success of the 
system ot the freedmen, and feeling grateful 
for jour kindness to me, I feel it a duty to 
communicate the result of my work thus far. 

"With assurances of my personal regard 
and respect, I am, General, very respectfully, 
"Gideon J. Pillow." 
The letter is forwarded by Major-G eneral 
Clinton B. Fisk, Assistant Commissioner, 
who endorses it with the remark that he has 
abundant testimony of similar character from 
intelligent, wealthy planters, who accept the 
"logic of events." 



came from those of foreign birth. He did 
not say this to reflect upon t lie gallantry 
and loyalty and bravery of the Irish and 
German and other peoples who had so nobly 
fought for the Union and the country they 
had adopted. He merely did it at this time 
— at the close of the great events through

which closed it was achieved by the foreign 
element in the country. This was not so. 
With all thanks and gratitude to the Irish, 
German and other elements that entered into 
the struggle, he was bound to make this dec- 
laration at the present time." 

The London Times, fearing to spoil its 
meerschaum, will not probably follow the 
suggestion of the president of the Sanitary 
Commission. 



THE REMAINS OP SOLDIERS KILLED 
IN BATTLE. 

Washington. Dec. 27.— Some months ago 
Quartermaster-General Meigs issued an or- 
der to his assistants to make special reports 
of the location and condition of the soldiers' 
cemeteries known to them, with the recom- 
mendation of the means necessary to provide 
for the preservation of the remains interred 
therein from desecration. Since that time a 
roll of honor, or the names of soldiers who 
died in defence of the American Union, has 
been published, and recently the names of 
officers and soldiers found on the battle-fields 
of the Wilderness and Spottsylvania Court 
House. Of these latter nearly 800 names, 
210 are those of soldiers from Pennsylvania, 
84 from New York, and 60 from Massachu- 
setts. Headboards have been erected to 
their graves on the battle-field of the Wilder- 
ness. Two cemeteries have been laid oiit 
and inclosed by fences. The sites are well 
adapted for a resting place for those who fell 
in the vicinity, having been selected where 
the scenes of carnage appeared to have been 
the greatest. It was no unusual occurrence 
to observe lines of our men close to the abat- 
tis of the enemy, and in one case several 
skeletons ot our soldiers were found in their 
trenches. Hundreds of graves on these 
battle-fields arc without any mark whatever 
to distinguish them, and so covered with fo- 
liage that visitors will be unable to find the 
last resting place of those who have fallen 
until the rains and snows of winter wash 
from the surface the light covering of earth 
and expose their remains. Gen. Meigs has 
caused to be removed to the cemetery at Ar- 
lington the remains of those who died on the 
camping grounds in this vicinity, and taken 
measures to collect the remains of all others 
for deposit in permanent cemeteries, includ- 
ing those at Qimp Douglas, near Chicago.

This is a season for Fairs, and I perceive 
there is considerable activity manifested in 
getting them up for Church and other purpo- 
ses, and I wish to say a few words to clergy 
and people, at this time, not on fairs — their 
utility and expediency being a question still 
at issue — but en a practice common and 
fashionable in connection with them, — raff- 
ling. In old fashioned fairs articles were 
sold generally at set prices, sometimes above 
— sometimes below their real value ; often, I 
regret to say, things were done in a manner 
to make any Christian grieve, but worse now ; 
scarcely a fair occurs but lotteries are intro- 
duced ; they produce more money and are 
delightfully exciting. The elder ladies make 
the schemes and preside at the drawing, 
while the young ladies solicit subscriptions, 
and if not entirely callous, must be often 
mortified and rebuked at the answers they 
receive from some worldly persons. Said a 
gentleman the other day to such a solicitor? 
"I never gamble, Miss, but as you urge it I 
will set my name down !" Even the little 
ones are now pretty well trained to it. They 
may be seen scampering through the halls 
with their papers and pencils, begging every 
one to "take a chance," as eager as other 
gamesters. Messrs. Editors, I have seen 
ministers' daughters so engaged. Did the 
parents approve of it, or have they lose all 
authority f 

In connection with the fearful increase of 
crime, bcth in our own country and in Eng- 
land, ought we not to give some thought 
to this subject and some action to our 
thoughts ? It is in vain to argue, as some 
do, that the raffling at fairs differs from other 
gaming. It is the same principle, and promp- 
ted by the same spirit, namely, to get more 
for your goods than their value, more than 
any one will give. My neighbor raffles his 
house, why? because he wants $30,000 for 
it, and he well knows its value is only $20,- 
000, but perhaps three thousand people may 
be lured into risking $10 each for a chance 
of a fine house. The Sanitary Fairs gave 
an impetus to this species of gambling, which 
may be seen now in the numerous gift estab- 
lishments and advertisements of raffles 
throughout the country. Can we take a 
surer method of leading our children to other 
kinds of gaming than by initiating them thus 
early, and as it were, under the eye of the 
Church, into this ? We shall hardly find one 
minister who will say he approves it ; why 
then do they not use the authority of their 
office to prevent it ? It will not do to plead 
want of influence until they have used all 
they possess. Is there to be a fair for 
Church purposes, let the rector set forth to 
^those engaged in it the great benefit of God 
upon their gains, whether large or small. He 
may at least declare he will have no part in 
an enterprise where gambling is introduced. 
He can scarcely do less. "Except the Lord 
build the house, they labor in vain who 
build it." To whom are we to look to abate 
this sin, if the clergy stand back? Are not 
they the guardians of the morals of their peo- 
ple ? And to whom so properly may those 
rally who do desire so high a standard? 
Doubtless in every congregation there are 
many who would rejoice to have their rec- 
tor's support in discountenancing such prac- 
tices, and may we not hope they will have 
it ? — Cor. Episcopal Recorder.

Knowing our own Sinfulness. —

I afterwards 
met Mr. Haldane at a private house, along 
with some other friends, and heard him read 
from an English Bible a chapter from Ro- 
mans — about the natural corruption of man, 
a doctrine of which I had never heard before.

Some may say this was a singular 
chance or accident — a case of remark- 
able good luck. Indeed, people that be 
lieve in luck, chance, and accident, are 
very inconsistent, it they pray. Such 
persons heed not, or believe not in, an 
all-seeing, wise, and superintending 
Providence. A sparrow falls not to the 
ground without God's notice, and He 
tells his children that the very hairs of 
their heads are all numbered, and urges 
them to call on Him in the day of trou- 
ble, and He will deliver them.

INTERESTING OLD DOCUMENT. 

The last Fredericksburg (Ya.) Led- 
ger contains the will of the mother of 
Washington, as written by herself, and 
recorded in the Clerk's office of Spott- 
sylvania county. We publish below 
this rare and curious document. The 
original is in posession of J. J. Chew, 
Esq., of Fredericksburg : 

"In the name of God. Amen. I, 
Mary Washington, of Fredericksburg, 
in the county of Spottsylvania, being in 
good health, but calling to mind, the un- 
certainty of this life, and willing to dis- 
pose of what remains of my word I y es- 
tate, do make and publish this my last 
will, recommending my soul into the 
hands of my Creator, hoping for a re- 
mission of all my sins, through the mer- 
its and mediation of Jesus Christ, the 
Saviour of mankind. I dispose of all 
my Avorldly estates as follows : 

Imprimis— I give to my son, General 
George Washington, all my lands on 
Accokeek run, in the county of Stafford, 
and also my negro boy George, to him 
and his heirs forever ; also my best bed, 
bedstead and Virginia cloth enrtains 
(the same that stands in my best room,) 
my quilted blue and white quilt, and 
my best dressing glass. 

Item — I give and devise to my son, 
Charles Washington, my negro man 
Tom, to him and his assigns forever. 

Item — I give and devise to my daugh- 
ter, Betty Lewis, my phaeton and bay 
horse. 

Item — I give and devise to my daugh- 
ter-in-law, Hannah Washington, my 
purple cloth cloak, lined with shag. 

Item — I give and devise to my grand- 
son, Corbin Washington, my negro 
wench, Old Bet, my 'riding chair, and 
two black horses, to him and his assigns 
forever. 

Item, — I give and devise to my grand- 
son, Fielding Lewis, my negro man 
Frederick, to him and assigns forever; 
also, eight silver table-spoons, half my 
crockery ware, and the blue and white 
tea-china, walnut book-case, oval table, 
one bed, one bed-spread, one pair sheets, 
one pair blankets, and white cotton 
counterpane, two table-cloths, six red 
leather. chairs, half of my pewter, one- 
half of my iron kitchen furniture. 



Item. — 1 give and devise to my grand- 
son, Lawrence Lewis, my negro wench 
Lydia, to him and his assigns forever. 

Item. — I give and devise to my grand- 
daughter Bettie Carter, my negro woman 
little Bet, and her future increase, to her 
and her assigns forever ; also my largest, 
looking-glass, my walnut writing-desk 
with drawers, a square dining-table, one 
bed, bedstead, bolster, one pillow, one 
blanket and pair sheets, white Virginia 
cloth counterpane and purple curtains, 
my red and white tea-china, tea-spoons, 
and the other half of pewter, crockerv 
ware, and the remainder of my kitchen 
furniture. 

Item. — I give to my grandson, George 
Washington, my next best dressing- 
glass, one bedstead, bed, bolster, one 
pillow, one pair sheets, one blanket and 
counterpane. # 

Item.-— I devise all my wearing ap- 
parel to be equally divided between my 
grand-daughters, Betty Carter, Fanny 
Ball and Milly Washington ; but should 
nay daughter, Betty Lewis, fancy any 
one, two, or three articles thereof, she is 
to have them before a division thereof. 

Lastly. — I nominate and appoint my 
said son, General George Washington, 
executor of this my will, and as I owe 
few or no debts, I direct my executor to 
give no security, nor to appraise my es- 
tate; but desire the same may be allotted 
to my devices with as little trouble and 
delay as may be, desiring their accept- 
ance thereof as all the token I now have 
to give them of my love for them. 

In witness whereof I have hereunto 
set my hand and seal, this 20th day of 
May, 1788. MARY WASHING TO IN . 

Signed, sealed and published in our 
presence, and signed by us in the pres- 
eece of the said Mary Washington, at 
her desise.

HERSCHEL THE ASTRONOMER. 



The life of Sir William Herschel af- 
fords a remarkable illustration of the 
force of perseverance. His father was 
a poor musician, who brought up Ins 
four sons to the same calling. William 
came over to England to seek his fortune, 
and he joined the band of the Durham 
Militia, in which he played the oboe. 
The regiment was lying at Doncaster, 
where Dr. Miller first became acquainted 
with Herschel, having heard him per- 
form a solo on the violin in a surprising 
manner. The doctor entered into con- 
versation with the youth, • and was so 
pleased with him, that he urged him to 
leave the militia band and take up his 
residence at his house; for a time Her- 
schel did so, and while at Doncaster, 
was principally occupied in violin play- 
ing at concerts, availing himself of the 
advantages of Dr. Miller's library to 
study in his leisure hours. A new or- 
gan having been built for the parish 
church of Halifax, an organist was ad- 
vertised for, on which Herschel applied 
for the office and was selected. While 
officiating as organist and music teacher 
at Halifax, he began to study mathe- 
matics, unassisted by any master. Lead- 
ing the wandering life of an artist, he 
was next attracted to Bath, where he 
played in the Pump-room band, and al- 
so as organist in the Octagon chapel. 
Some recent discoveries in astronomy 
having arrested his mind, and awakened 
in him a powerful spirit of curiosity, he 
sought and obtained from a friend the 
loan of a two- foot Gregorian telescope. 
So fascinated was the poor musician by 
the science, that he even thought of pur- 
chasing a telescope; but the price asked 
by the London opticians was so alarm- 
ing that he determined to make one. 
Those who know what a reflecting tel- 
escope is, and the skill which is required 
to prepare the concave metalic speculum 
which forms the most important part of 
the apparatus, will be able to form some 
idea of the difficuly of the undertaking. 
Nevertheless Herschel succeeded, after 
long and painful labor, in completing a 
five-foot reflector, with which he had the 
gratification of observing the rings and 
satellites of SaHirn. Not satisfied with 
this triumph, he proceeded to make other 
instruments in succession, of seven, ten 
and twenty feet. In constructing the 
seven-foot reflector, he finished no fewer 
than two hundred specula before he pro- 
duced one that would bear any power 
that was applied to it ; a striking in- 
stance of the persevering labonousness 
of the man. While sublimely gauging 
the heavens with his instruments, he 
continued patiently to earn his bread by 
piping to the fashionable frequenters of 
the Bath Pump-room. So eager was he 
in his astronomical abservations, that he 
would steal away from the room during 
an interval of the performance, give a 
little turn to his telescope, and content- 
edly return to his oboe. Thus working: 
away, Herschel discovered the Georgium 
Sidus, the orbit and rate of motion of 
which he carefully calculated, and sent 
the result to the Royal Scciety ; 
when the humble oboe-player found 
himself at once elevated from obscurity 
to fame. He was shortly after appointed 
Astronomer Royal, and by the kindness 
of George III. was placed in the position 
of honorable competency for life. He 
bore his honors with the same meekness 
and humility which had distinguished 
him* in the days ot his obscurity. So 
gentle and patient, withal so distin- 
guished and successful a follower of sci- 
ence under difficulties, perhaps, does 
not occur in the whole range of biogra- 
phy.

TWO OFPOSITES. 



BY A PEDESTRIAN MISSIONARY. 



There are extremes in this matter. Noth- 
ing is more common in the present da} 7 , than 
to hear opinion ({noted as proof. When the 
ancient Pythagorians were disputing among 
themselves, he was considered to be in the 
right who was able to quote the opinion of 
Pythagoras on his side. "He has said it," 
was regarded as settling the question. After 
that, argument was at an end, being super- 
seded by authority. The practice has de- 
scended to our day, and Christiana of the 
nineteenth century follow in the footsteps of 
the heathen, who flourished before the 
Christian dispensation began to run its 
course. Not that they quote the opinion of 
Pythagoras, for the transmigration of the 
soul is not a Christians doctrine, indeed there 
are some persons calling themselves Chris- 
tians, who, with a profundity of wisdom that 
•docs them infinite credit, have discovered 
that they have no souls, but they do what 
may be regarded as the Christian's equiva- 
lent, they quote Matthew Henry, or Adam 
Clarke, or Thomas Scott, or John Wesley, 
or Rev. Dr. This or Rev. Mr. That, and hav- 
ing done so they take no farther thought 
about the matter in hand whatever that 
may be. Provided, always, that matter ap- 
pertains to religion. If it be connected with \ 
worldly good they are emancipated from 
mental thraldon, but upqn the most impor- 
tant of all matters, even those which con- 
cern their eternal weal, it seems to be taken 
for granted that the ministry are the only 
competent judges, and that they are possessed 
of a monopoly of wisdom. From this cir- 
cumstance it is evident that the class of per- 
sons of whom I now speak are great ad- ! 
mirers of antiquity. The example of the 
noble Bereans is not old enough to suit them, 
and so they plunge into the darkness of 
heathenism, and follow that of the followers 
of Pythagoras. Yes, decidedly, there are ex- 
tremes in this matter. 

But there is such a thing as an opposite 
extreme. It is an evil for a man to pin his 
faith to man, and to take for granted that 
because certain men have been educated for 
the ministry, that therefore they are pos- 
sessed of a monopoly of Biblical lore, and 
that instruction coming from their lips is to 
be received as truth, without being subject- 
ed to examination. What is this but Popery. 
The essence of the antichristian apostacy 
lies in this, that the soul is not to be per- 
mitted to come into personal contact with 
God, but that men occupying an official po- 
sition, ought to come between, and act as 
mediums of communication. It matters not 
by what name these men are known, whether 
it be priest or presbyter. If by any means, 
whether with or without the consent of their 
flocks, whether formally or informally, 
whether by the agency of commentaries or 
sermons, or by dint of bell, book and candle, 
they step or are placed between the soul and 
its Maker, there is to be found the essence 
of Popery; then the mystery of iniquity doth 
already work. In that case Presbyter is 
merely Priest writ large. 

But it is possible to go to extremes even 
in going against Popery. It is possible to 
get too far from Rome. Anxiety for mental 
liberty may, it we are not careful, degenerate 
into mental licentiousness. In spurning the 
control of the man of sin and re f using to 
lbllow the example of his followers, whether 
they obey the priest or tie themselves to 
the leading strings of the presbyter, we may if 
not on our guard be guilty of the folly of re- 
fusing to receive any instruction whatever 
from wiser men than ourselves. This kind 
of spirit is far from being uncommon, and 
will generally be found to manifest itself 
amongst the young, the superficial and the 
ignorant. If the organ of self-esteem hap- 
pens to be well developed upon the craniums 
of these classes, the right of private judg- ! 
ment will be found to be possessed of pecu- 
liar charms for them, and will manifest it- 
self in an argumentation and contentious 
spirit, an entire want of docility, and an 
utter inaptitude for receiving instruction. 
The plainest declarations of Scripture will 
have no weight with them when they do 



not happen to agree with their preconceived 
ideas. The most cogent train of reasoning 
will produce no effect upon their minds if it 
be opposed to their crochet. "Ah,, its all 
very well," will be their answer, "but that's 
what I think." They do not quote Py- 
thagoras, neither do they quote Matthew 
Henry or Adam Clarke, but they quote, and 
that freely, the opinions of thinkers of whom 
they entertain a much higher opinion, what- 
ever the rest of the world may do, they 
quote themselves. In doing so "they seem 
totally unconscious of the fact that while 
boasting of their freedom from the domina- 
tion of men they are in reality subject to 
that domination in its meanest form, for they 
have only got rid of the control of great men 
to be brought under the control of little ones ; 
at the very best they are emancipated from 
others to be subjected to themselves. I do 
not know a more pitiable frame of mind than 
this, and I may add a less hopeful one. If 
such a mental condition should happen to be 
united with conscientiousness, which is some- 
times the case, the patient may be regarded 
as all but incurable, for of all kinds of fools, 
there are none so difficult to enlighten as 
conscientious fools. Give such a person the 
gift of gab, fill his mind with some trashy 
but plausible crochet, such as Materialism, 
Seventh Dayism or such like, and he will 
prove a bore to an entire neighborhood. 

Would that this was a fancy sketch. But 
it is not so. I know more than one who are 
infected in various degrees with this evil 
spirit of indocility ; persons whose informa- 
tion is very limited, but whose self-esteem is 
very large ; persons who because they can 
repeat a few texts with fluency think that 
they thoroughly understand the most diffi- 
cult subject, when in point of fact they do 
not comprehend its first principles : persons 
who, requiring much teaching, deem them- 
selves qualified to instruct men of grey hairs. 
Truly, I again repeat, there are extremes in 
this matter. 

Were this spirit general, which, however, 
is not the case, on the contrary, its opposite 
is one of the leading errors of" the day, the 
office of the minister would become a nullity, 
or be transformed into a bed of thorns. A 
minister who arrogates the power of a Pope 
over his people, is guilty of presumption, but 
a people each of whom would arrogate to 
himself the power of a Pope over the minis- 
ter, would be still more presumptuous. Ex- 
tremes are ever wrong. Truth invariably 
lies in the mean. Granting that every man 
has a right to think for himself, that right 
must from the very nature of the case, be sub- 
ject to limitation. It is absurd to suppose 
that a farmer or a mechanic, whose time is 
necessarily occupied with his calling, can be 
as well acquainted with his Bible as the 
man who gives himself wholly to the work 
of the ministry ; just as absurd as it would 
be to suppose that the devoted minister should 
be expected to have as much knowledge of 
agriculture or handicraft as the farmer or 
the mechanic ; each of them if equally dili- 
gent must needs excell the other in his own 
calling, and so a certain amount of deference 
is due to the minister on all subjects which 
come within his sphere. 

How beautifully the machinery of this 
great world would work, if every thing was 
kept in its proper place ! The jarring that 
so often takes pUce, is caused entirely by 
the derangement of the different parts of the 
vast machine. What a beautiful spectacle 
is presented by a well ordered church, when 
pastor and people act in harmony. The pastor 
diligently searches the Word, that he may 
feed the flock of God, and give to each his 
portion of meat in due season. The people 
listening to his instructions with intelligent 
docility, esteeming him very highly in love 
for his work's, sake, proving all things, and 
holding fast by that which is good. How 
different from slavish submission on the one 
hand or petulant presumption on the other. 
And the causes of these different states of feel- 
ing are as different as the feelings themselves. 
The first has its foundation in an * intelligent 
apprehension of the value of the soul, and 
the importance of rightly understanding the 
Word of God, the second in superstitious 
feeling or phlegmatic indifference to Divine 
truth, and the last in ignorance, and vanity, 
and self-sufficiency. 

How should we deal with these two 
classes so as to benefit them ? How should 
we elevate the one to a manly independence, 
and reduce the other to the level of common 
sense ? A hard question. This one thing 
at least we must do. We must declare unto 
them the whole counsel of God, keeping 
back no part of his truth, and thus endeavor 
to impress upon the mind a deep sense of 
personal responsibility. Those who preach 
the Word must remember that their duty is 
to direct men's thoughts to the Saviour, and 
not to themselves. They must bear in mind 
that they are nothing better than finger 
posts, whose sole use is to point the way. 
I have sometimes thought also, that it would 
be a very desirable thing if at least some of 
them would talk a little less about magnify- 
ing their office, for I have sometimes had r 
suspicion that that was only an indirect wa) 
of magnifying themselves. It is rather diffi- 
cult on the part of the speaker, to effect s 
mental separation between the office and th< < 
man. I do not like to hear ministers ialf 
about "the sacred desk." This unscriptura 



phrase has I think a tendency to foster a 
spirit of clerical pride, and to engender a 
feeling that because they fill "the sacred 
desk," therefore they ought to be regarded 
as sacred persons. Popery is not confined to 
Rome. The more the preacher elevates the 
Saviour, and forgets himself, the more like- 
ly he is to be a useful servaut. I may be 
mistaken, but I cannot help thinking that 
some of the slavish spirit among the, people 
on which I have been commenting, is trace- 
able to the ministry. Less talk, brethren, 
and more practice. Believe me, that the 
office of the Christian ministry is able to 
maintain its own place, although not a word 
is said in its praise, provided those who fill 
it are only faithful to their trust. 

With regard to the petulant class, my idea 
is that the less you say to them the better. 
They fatten upon controversy. It is the 
very breath of their nostrils. Bow the in or 
yourselves politely out of the room when they 
shew a disposition to begin it, and the evil 
spirit may receive a check. I am afraid that 
some may despise me for my want of cour- 
age, but I confess that when I meet with a 
person given to controversy, I always feel 
inclined to run away.

I know what the opposers of the separate 
state reply here, viz. That the whole time 
from death to the resurrection, is but as the 
sleep of a night; and the dead shall awake 
out of their graves, utterly ignorant and in- 
sensible of the long distance of time that hath 
passed since their death. One year, or one 
thousand years will be the same thing to 
them ; and, therefore, they should be as care- 
ful to prepare ml! the day of judgment, and 
the rewards that attend it, as they are for 
their entrance into the separate state at 
death, if there were any such state to receive 
them. 

I grant, men should be so in reason and 
justice: but such is the weakness and folly 
of our natures, that men will not be so much 
influenced nor alarmed by distant prospects, 
nor so solicitous to prepare for an event 
wdiich they suppose to be so very far off. as 
they would for the same event, if it commen- 
ces as soon as ever this mortal life expires. 
The vicious man will indulge his sensualities 
and lie down to sleep in death with this com- 
fort, I shall take* my rest here for a hundred 
or a thousand years, and perhaps in all that 
space, m# offences may be forgotten or some- 
thing may happen that I may escape ; or let 
the worst come that can come, I shall have a 
long sweet nap before my sorrows begin. 
Thus the force of divine terrors are greatly 
enervated by this delay of punishment. 

I will not undertake to determine, w^hen 
the soul is dismissed from the body, whether 
there be any explicit divine sentence passed 
concerning its eternal state of happiness or 
misery, according to its*vorks in this life; or 
whether the pain or pleasure that belongs to 
the separate state be not chiefly such as 
arises by natural consequence from a life of 
sin or a life of holiness, and as being under 
the power of an approving or a condemning 
conscience ; but it seems to me more prob- 
able, that since the spirit returns to God that 
gave it; to "God the Judge of all," with 
whom "the spirits of the just made perfect" 
dwell ; and since the spirit of a Christian 
when "absent from the body is present with 
the Lord," i. e., Christ, I am more inclined 
to think that there i§ some sort of judicial 
determination of this important point, either 
by God himself, or by Jesus Christ, into 
whose hands he has committed all judgment.

intense degree, when the theatre of this 
world is shut up, and Jesus Christ appears to 
pronounce his public judgment on the world, 
then all those little subterfuges are precluded, 
whieh mankind would form to themselves 
from the unknown distance of the day of rec- 
ompence. Virtue will have a stronger and a 
nearer guard placed about it, and piety will 
be attended with superior motives, if its ini- 
tial rewards are near at hand, and shall 
commence as soon as this life expires ; and 
the vicious and profane will be more effect u-

consciousness. For if the conscious prim 
pie itself or the thinking being has ceasi 
to exist it is impossible that it should retal 
any memory of former actions since its< 
began to be but in the moment of the rel 
urrection. 

The doctrine of rewarding or punishim 
the same soul or intelligent nature whicfc 



ture, should have a continued and uninter- 
rupted existence, that so the same conscious 
being which did good or evil may be reward- 
ed or punished. 

2. Those who suppose the soul of a man to 
have a real distinct existence when tjgp body 
dies, but only to fall into a state of slumber 
without consciousness or' activity, must, I 
think, suppose this soul to be material i. e. 
an extended and solid substance. If they 
suppose it to be inextended, or to have no 
parts or quantity, I confess I have no man- 
ner of idea of the existence or possibility of l 
such an inextended being without conscious- 
ness or active power, nor do they pretend to 
have any such idea as I ever heard, and 
therefore they generally grant it to be| 
extended. 

But if they imagine the soul to be extend 
ed it must either have something more of so- 
lidity or density than mere empty space, or it 
must be quite as unsolid and thiu as space 
itself. Let us consider both these. If it be 
as thin as mere empty space yet while it is 
active and conscious I own it must have a 
proper existence ; but if it once begin to 
sleep and drop all consciousness and activity, 
I have no other idea of it but the same 
which I have of empty space; and that I 
conceive to be mere nothing, though it im- 
pose upon us with the appearance of some 
sort of properties. If they allow the*soul to 
have any, the least degree of density above 
what belongs to empty space, this is solidity 
in the philosophic sense of the word, and then 
it is solid extension, which I call matter : and 
a material being may be laid asleep, i. e., it 
may cease to have any motion in its parts ; 
but motion is not consciousness, and how 
either solid or unsolid extension, either space 
or matter, can have any consciousness or 
thought belonging to any part of it or spread 
through the whole of it, I know not; or 
what any sort of extension can do toward 
thought or consciousness, I confess I under- 
stand not ; nor can I frame any more an idea 
of it, than I can of a blue motipn or a sweet 
smelling sound, or of fire or air or water rea- 
soning or rejoiciug : and I do not affect to 
spealc of things or words, when \ 
no correspondent ideas of what is 
far as I can judge the soul of mai 
nature, is nothing else but a conscious and] 
active principle, subsisting by itself," made 
after the image of God, w ho is all conscious 
activity ; • and it is still the same being, 
whether it be united to an animal body, or 
separated from it. If the body die, the soul 
still exists an active and conscious power or 
principle, or being ; and if it ceases to be 
conscious and active I think it ceases to be ; 
for I have no conception of w T hat remains. 
Now, if the conscious principle continue con- 
scious after death, it will not be in a mere 
conscious indolence : the good man and the] 
wicked will not have the same indolent ex 
istence. Virtue or vice, in the very temper 
of this being when absent from matter or 
body, will become a pleasure or a pain to the 
conscience of a separate spirit. ;?) 
. I am well aware that this is a subject 
which has employed the thoughts of many 
philosophers, and I do but just intimate my 
own sentiments without presuming to judge 
for others. But the defence or refutation of 
arguments on this subject would draw me in- 
to a field of philosophical discourse which is 
foreign to my present purpose : and whether 
this reasoning stand or fall, it will have but 
very little influence on this controversy with 
the generality of Christians, because it is a 
thing rather to be determined by the word 
of God. I therefore drop this argument at 
once, and apply myself immediately to con- 
sider the proofs that may be .^^mwja from 
Scripture for the soul's existen^^^Hpepar 
ate state after death and befor^^^BBlurre 
tion.

Doubtless at 
your hands God will require the blood of 
their souls. It is the greatest charge you 
were ever intrusted with, and wo to you, if 
ou suffer them to be ignorant or wicked for 
ant of your instruction or correction. Con- 
ider, what work there is for you in their 
ispositions and lives. Theirs is not one sin, 
ut thousands. They have hereditary 
iseases, bred in their natures. The things 
ou must teach them are contrary to the in- 
erests and desires of their flesh. May the 
ord make you sensible what a work and 
barge lieth upon you ! Consider what sor- 
ows you prepare lor yourselves by the neg- 
ect of your children. If they prove thorns 
n your eyes, they are of your own plant ing, 
f you should repent and be saved, is it noth- 
g to think of their damnation ; and your- 
elves the occasion of it?

>n the other side, think what a comfort you 
ay have, if you be faithful in this dut y, 
you should not succeed, you have freed 
our own souls, and have peace in your own 
onsciences. If you do, the comfort is inex- 
ressible, in love and obedience, their sup- 
lying your wants, and delighting you in all 
our remaining path to glory. Yea, all your 
amily may fare the better for one pious 
hild or servant.

HOLINESS AN ELEMENT OF MORAL 
POWER. 



The simple question that is especially per- 
tinent at this time, relates to the most effect- 
ual means by which the power of the 
Church of Christ for useful purposes may be 
increased* Much might be said o£ Talent as 
Power, and of Knowledge as Power, and of 
Cultivation as Power ; but far more can be 
said, not only as fair inference from Sacred 
History, but as the result of actual expe- 
rience in every age of the Church, that, pre- 
eminently, Holiness is Power j—and we 
greatly misconceive if the crying want of the 
Church of Christ at the present moment, 
with special reference to. her high mission, 
which is but the perpetuity of the mission of 
him who said. "As my Father hath sent me, 
even so send I you," is not so much talent, 
or intelligence, or any of the helps which are 
earth-born, as a large increase of that Holi- 
ness which consists, not in a morbid con tern 
platism, or in sentimental fervors, but in a 
sober practical conformity of the individual 
members to the will of God. Let her be 
composed of such as are "roote£~and built up 
in Christ," living the lives which they live in 
the flesh '*by the faith of the Son of God," 
and daily adding virtue to their faith, and 
knowledge to their virtue, and temperance to 
their knowledge, and patience to their" tem- 
perance, and godliness to their patience, and 
brotherly kindness to their godliness, and 
Charity as the crowning quality of all, and 
her Moral Power will be increased* Let her 
members be all that the precepts of the gos- 
pel require them to be, and all that the 
provisions of the gospel, received by faith, 
would enable them to be, and her ability to 
do good will be at once and amazingly aug- 
mented. Let her members t dwell near to 
their Lord, and as he breathes upon them 
"receive the Holy Ghost," so as to be "filled 
with the Spirit," and she will find herself 
"endued with Power from on high," needing 
no longer to "tarry in Jerusalem," but fully 
girded for the world's speedy conquest. 

The great Evil to be overcome is Sin. 
What but Holiness is its proper antagonist ? 
The persons to he benefited are sinners. 
Who but holy men can essentially benefit 
them ? The character of the agency must be 
adapted to the nature of the object to be ac- 
complished. That object — the recovery of 
lost sinners to holiness and heaven — is pre- 
eminently spiritual, and he who would most 
efficiently promote it must himself be "spirit- 
ually-minded." How feeble were the prim- 
itive Christians before the day of Pentecost ; 
how timid, inconstant, ineffective ! After the 
Divine Influence came upon them, and such 
wonderful changes were wrought in their 
personal piety, how bold were they, how res- 
olute, how patient, how persevering! How 
extraordinary was their power of endurance, 
their power of overcoming obstacles, their 
power of developing and enforcing Divine 
truth, their power of argument, their power 
of appeal! "Strengthened with might in the 
inner man" they went fouth with the weap- 
ons which are "mighty through God," as- 
saulting the strongest holds of sin, grappling 
with Satan's veteran phalanxes, and winning 
for their Prince a thousand bloodless victo- 
ries. How soon and how surely did the na- 
tions feel and confess the power of these 
evangelical giants. Aiming at a holy end, 
influenced by holy motives, governed by a 
holy rule, divinely illuminated, supported, 
protected, they said what no others could say, 
they did what no others could do, they en- 
dured what no others could endure; and, 
passing from provinge to province, we hear 
them ever and anon exclaiming, "Thanks be 
unto God who always causeth us to triumph 
in Christ, and maketh manifest the savor of 
his knowledge by us in every tlace." 

Let the Christians of our day be such in 
Moral Character as were the primitive dis- 
ciples, and then may they be such in Moral 
Power. Then will they be so spiritual as 
to be fitted to the achievement of spiritual 
conquests. Then will they have that sympa- 
thy with their object which will make them 
feel that they are identified with it, and will 
lead them to consecrate to its accomplish- 
ment their undivided and untiring energies. 
Sympathy is Power. Then will they be the 
subjects of a faith under the influence of 
which they shall "out of weakness be made 
strong," so as to be able to accomplish 
jat would otherwise be impracticable. 
All things," said Jesus, "are possible to him 
lat believeth." Faith is Power. Then too 
ill they be deebly imbued with that affec- 
onate spirit which shall render their mail- 
er winning, and their spirit melting. Their 
ords, bathed in their hearts' sensibility, shall 
ften whatever they touch, and souls, hard 
id cold as the Alpine glacier, shall dissolve 
uder their influence like wax in the rays of 
le Summer sun. Love is Power. And 
len, above all, will they be better qualified 
hau now for the work of intercession. Our 
eavenly Advocate is a prevailing Pleader 
ecause he is "Jesus Christ TBS righteous," 
»r there, as elsewhere, Holiuess is Power, 
icob had "power with God and prevailed ;" 
nd so had Moses, and Elijah, and Isaiah 
nd Daniel, as well as the Apostles, and the 
egitimate conclusion from facts as well as 
estimony is that "The effectual fervent 
rayer of the righteous man availeth 
luch." Prayer is Power; and they who 
get the nearest to the throne, and enjoy with 
him that sitteth thereon the most familiar 
and endeared communion, have the most of 
glmt mysterious influence; for to such God 
jw in his condescension said, "Concerning the 
B-k of my hands command ye me."

JfEvery element of character that enters in- 
) the composition of Holiness is an element 
of Moral Power, and just in proportion as, 
hese elements are developed and strengthen- 
ed will be the Increase of Moral Power. To 

this point, then, let the Church, in all her 
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departments, give immediate and earnest at" 
tention. Let her welcome" the conviction, 
and let the conviction be practical, that her 
ability to do good is in proportion, not to her 
numbers, not to her wealth, not to her intel- 
ligence, but to her Holiness; and that until 
she has a large increase of Holiness in both 
her ministry and her membership, she has no 
reason to expect the universal triumph of the 
cause of truth and righteousness. 



CHURCH VENTILATION. 

Many persons have gone to church, taken 
cold, gone home and died in a few days, from 
sitting in an ill-warmed or ill-ventilated 
church, arising from the inattention or ig_ 
uorance of sextons or indifference of church 
officers ; hence tens of thousands are inter- 
ested to the extent of life and death in the 
perusal of these few lines. Perhaps three 
persons out of four, who attend divine ser- 
vice on the Sabbath day. are conscious, with- 
in two minutes after taking their seats, that 
they have been in a hurry ; that both mind 
and body have been more or less in a tur- 
moil ; they have been hurried in getting to 
church in time ; the result is, they are over- 
heated, that is, the body is in a state of 
warmth considerable above what is natural, 
and if in this condition they sit still, even for 
ten minutes, in an atmosphere cooler than 
that of out-doors in summer, or below sixty 
degrees at any time, a cold is the result, 
slight or more severe, according to the vigor 
and age of the individual. What would give 
but a trifling cold to a person in robust 
health, would induce inflamation of the lungs, 
called by physicians pneumonia, in an old 
person, or any one of infirm health. Many 
a person has taken cold and died ot pneumo- 
nia in three or four days, although in per- 
fect health previously, by sitting a few min- 
utes in a tireless room in winter time. The 
danger is still greater if the room has been 
closed for several days ; this is especially 
applicable to houses of worship. Within a 
few minutes after the benediction at the close 
of the Sabbath services, the house is shut 
up, door, windows, and all ; the atmosphere 
of the building has been saturated with the 
breath of the worshipers ; as it becomes grad- 
ually cooler, this dampness condenses and 
falls toward the floor ; so does the carbonic 
acid gas, which is what becomes so unpleas- 
antly perceptible on entering a sleeping 
chamber after a morning walk, and ther'-s is 
experienced a sepulchral dampness and close- 
ness enough to chill any one on first entering 
the church, after having been closed several 
days. We once kne^v a gentleman who was 
something of an invalid, to take a chill and 
die in a short time, from entering a ware- 
house in December, which had been closed 
for a week or two. 

The practical conclusion is that every 
church ought to have the windows and doors 
open for several hours, including the middle 
of the day, before it is opened for service. 
In cold weather, preparatory to the Sabbath 
service, this ventilation should be secured on 
Friday, and early on Saturday mornings fires 
should be built and steadily kept up, day 
and night, until the Sabbath services are 
concluded. A thermometer should he kept 
hanging about five feet from the floor, near 
the centre of the building, and the mercury 
should be kept at about sixty-five or seventy 
degrees in fire-tirne of year — better seventy 
than under sixty-five. — /fall's Journal of

RELIGION IN BUSINESS. 

The North British Review says : 
pressing need of our faith is not simply faith- 
ful evangelists to proclaim its doctrines, but 
legions of men consecrating their worldly 
vocations, witnessing to that truth on which 
much skepticism prevails, that Christianity, 
so received as to become an integral part of 
man, is omnippotent to keep him from the 
evil, not by taking him out of the world, but 
by making him victorious over it. He is a 
most worthy disciple of Christ who, like 
Palissy, or Buxton, or Budget, or Perthes, 
exhibits religion as "the right use of a man's 
whole self — as the one thing which gives 
dignity and nobility to what is in itself sor- 
did, earthly — as the main-spring of earnest

Every nian who is "diligent in business, 
serving the Lord," is a sermon brimful of 
the energies of life and truth, a witness to 
the comprehensiveness and adaptability of 
Christ's religion, a preacher of righteousness 
in scenes where none can preach so effect ivo- 
lv or so well." — The Christian, 



The True Service of God. — First, we 
must consider that the right and true knowl- 
edge of God is the principal and only founda- 
tion of God's service. The same knowledge 
fear doth foster and maintain which in Scrip- 
tures is called "the beginning of wisdom." 
Faith and hope are the props and stays 
whereupon lean all the rest that I have re- 
hearsed. Furthermore, charity, which we 
call love, is like an everlasting bond, by the 
strait knot whereof all other virtues be 
bound in one together, and their force in- 
creased.^ These are the inward parts of God's 
service, that is to say, which consist in the 
mind.

At the recent meeting of English Congre- 
gationalists and Independents, Rev. Newman 
Hall spoke impressively of the heathenism in 
England. He said that only 374,000 per- 
sons in London, one-eighth of the population, 
attended church, although there is room in 
the houses of worship for 58 per cent. One 
million are habitually absentees fsom Sab- 
bath worship, and half a million visit the sa- 
loons and drinking places on the Sabbath. 
He advocated .open air preaching, and said, 
"If the people will not attend on us, we must 
attend on them." 



How striking the parallel between Christ 
and the historian. Christ said, "There was 
a certain rich man," and he "died and was 
buried," as to his body, u and in Hades he 
lifted up his eyes, beiug in torment." "Laz- 
arus died and was carried by angels to Abra- 
ham's bosom. He is comforted and thou art 
tormented." They both teach that one de- 
partment of hades is called Abraham's bosom ; 
and the other, hades ; that the righteous, 
whose souls are in Abraham's bosom, are 
comforted, and that the wicked, whose souls 
are in the other department, receive tempo- 
rary torments. They both teach that this is 
the place of the departed, and not the final 
place of abode after the resurrection. Hence 
the scene is laid before the resurrection. *T 
have five brethren in my father's house." 

The attempt to evade this passage by call- 
ing it a parable, is futile. What if it is ? 
All Christ's parables, without exception, are 
founded on either what exists, or what in the 
nature of things may exist. Now if it is 
(rue that when man dies he goes into a state 
of nonentity, then the events of this state- 
ment neither did exist nor in the nature of 
things can exist. Here we plant our feet. 
Now if it can be shown that Christ ever did 
utter a parable founded on what never did 
exist and in the nature of things cannot exist, 
the materialist will have a starting-point for 
his parabolic theory, not till then. If it is 
admitted that hades as a place of comfort or 
torment to the dead does exist, or in the na- 
ture of things may exist, it yields the whole 
ground, and admits the conscious existence 
of men in death, and confirms by the testimo- 
ny of Christ the Jewish tlveory. Our Sav- 
iour made this statement either as a parable 
or a fact, which, it is not essential to my pur- 
pose now to discuss ; for in eitlier case, as 
he was the great and authoritative teacher, 
it settles the question. He stated this to a 
class of people whose 'faith embraced just 
that view. of the intermediate state, and nev- 
er even intimated that the view was incorrect, 
and therefore if it was not correct, he was 
guilty of teaching false doctrine and mislead- 
ing his hearers. 

That th^re is an under-world, called Sheol, 
translated the f*it and hell, we have shown 
from the Old Testament, and that it is down 
among the subterranean fires. 

We now proceed to show that the New 
Testament recognizes such a world. The 
apostle Paul, Eph. 4 : 9, speaking of Christ's 
ascension, says, "Now that ho ascended, what 
is it but that he also descended iirst into the 
lower parts of the earth r" We have already 
seen from Peter's use of the 16th Psalm, that 
Christ's soul went to Hades. And thus the 
universal church from so early a date that 
the creed has obtained the title of Apostle's 
creed, has confessed to a belief that Jesus 
Christ our Lord "was crucified, and dead, 
and buried, and that he descended into hades" 
This clearly is distinguished from the grave 
by expressing faith in his burial first ; the 
burial refers to the place of sepultre in the 
tomb ; so that his descent into hades must 
The mean the same as David and Peter did, the 
place of his soul. Then there is point to the 
question of Paul: "What is it but that he 
first descended into the lower parts of the 
earth ?" 

But that the world under the earth is peo- 
pled with inhabitants capable of knowing 
and paying homage to Christ we learn horn 
the same writer. "That every knee should 
bow,, whether they be things in heaven, or 
things on earth, or things under the earth ; 
and that every tongue should confess that 
Jesus Christ is Lord to the glory of God the 
Father." This is strange doctrine to most 
Christians of this age, but it was the faith of 
the early church. The under-world is seve- 
ral times referred to in the Apocalypse. Rev. 
5:3: "And no man in heaven, nor upon the 
earth, nor under the earth, was able to open 
the book neither to look thereon." Again 
in the 1-hh verse of the same, we read : "And 
every creature which is in heaven and on 
earth and under the earth, and such as are in 
the sea, and all that are in them," &c. 

SriRlTS IN PRISON. 

Is not this under- world the place to which 
Peter informs us, (1 Pet. 3 : 18-20,) that 
Christ went when he was put to death in 
flesh but quick or living in spirit, by which 
(living spirit) he went and preached to the 
spirits in prison, which sometime were diso- 
bedient, when once the long-suffering of God 
waited in the days of Noah, while the ark 
was preparing," &c. The same sentiment is 
expressed by. Peter in chapter 4 : 6. "For 
this cause was the gospel preached also to 
them that are dead that they might be judged 
according to men in the flesh but live accord- 
ing to God in the spirit." 

The prevailing modern sentiment is, that the 
apostle means that "the gospel was preached 
while they were yet living, to them who 
are now dead." But this is a forced con- 
struction. The obvious import of the pas- 
sage would never be doubted as the true one, 
were it not for our pre-concieved theories # 
The language is as plain as it can be, ex- 
pressive of the fact that those who are dead 
had the gospel preached to them since their 
death. And this was the sense in which the 
early church understood it. 

Huydekoper, as quoted by S. S. Griswold* 
says, "In the second and third centuries, ev- 
ery branch and. division of Christians, so far 
as their records enable us to judge, believed 
that Christ preached to the departed ; and 
this belief dates back to the earliest reliable 
sources of information in the former of these 
two centuries."

But all believed 
on him who were hopiilg /of him^thnt is, who 
had foretold his coming antf obeyed h'is stat- 
utes, the just men, and prophets, ami pairi* 
archs, to whom he remitted their sing in li&'tf 
manner as to us." Again, he says : "That 
he (Christ) might announce the glad tidings 
to Abraham and those who were with him* 
Turtullian, another eminent Christian 
Father, who flourished about A. D. 200, 
says : "Christ did not ascend the heights of 
liea ven before he descended into the lower 
parts of the earth that he might make patri- 
archs and prophets participators of himself/' 
Clement, who flourished about 192, 
writes .* "The Lord preached to those in the 
under-world, for, according to the Scriptures, 
the under-world says to destruction, We have 
not seen his form, but we have heard his 
voice." Again, he says: "If the sole cause' 
of the Lord's descent to the under- world was 
to preach the gospel — as descend he certainly 
did, — it was that he might preach it to all, 
or to the Hebrews alone. But if to all, then 
all who believed will be saved." 

He also asks, "Did not the game economy 
lipid in the under-world ; that there also, the 
souls, having heard the preaching, might 
manifest repentance, or confess their punish- 
ment was justly due to their unbelief/* 

Origen, who wrote about A. D. 2£0, says, 
"In the under-world, all who wished to fol- 
low Christ, from among death's prisoners? 
could do so. The patriarchs and prophet* 
and all awaited below the coming of my 
Lord Jesus Christ." Again, he says : "Was 
not Christ in the underworld ? Did not he 
go there? Is not that true which is said in 
the. Psalms, and which is interpreted by the 
apostles in their acts, concerning the Sa- 
viour's having descended to the under-world?" 
Again, he says : "Since all men descended to 
the under- world prior to the time oi Christ." 
Once more, he says : "Before the coming of 
my Lord Jesus Christ, it was impossible for 
one to pass by the tree of life ; — the prophets 
and patriarchs, and all, therefore awaited (in 
the under-world) his coming." 

The Peschito Syriac, the earliest 
translation of the New Testament ever made, 
and therefore of high authority, renders 
1 Pet. 4 : 19: "lie preached to those souls 
which were detained in hades." This is un- 

These pkiin and abundant testimonies es- 
tablish beyond successful controversy, the 
fact, that the faith of the early church was 
clearly expressed in the Apostle's Creed : 
"He was crucified, and dead, and buried, and 
that he descended into hades." What ground 
has the modern church to doubt it ': Th«*r»-. . 
is.np more room left for doubting but what 
by Sheol, the place of souls departed, tl*i He- 
brews believed the interior of the earth was 
meant, and that the Hades of the Greeks 
meant the same place, than that they believed 
heaven to be above the earth.

It is confessed that the doctrine of the res- 
urrection of the dead at the last day, and the 
everlasting joys, and the eternal sorrows 
that shall succeed it, as they are described in 
the New Testament, are a very awful sanc- 
tion to the gospel of Christ, and ' carry in 
them such principles of hope and terror as 
should effectually discourage vice and ir re- 
ligion, and become a powerful attractive to 
the practice of faith and love and universal 
holiness. 

But so corrupt and perverse are the ii|r 
clinations of men in this fallen and degener- 
ate world ; and their passions are so much 
impressed and moved by things that are pres- 
ent or just at hand, that the joys of heaven, 
and the sorrows of hell, when set far beyond 
death and the grave, at some vast and un- 
known distance of time would have but too 
little influence on their hearts and lives. And j 
though these solemn and important events 
are neve* so certain in themselves, yet being 
looked upon as things a gre^,t way ofi. make 
too feeble an impression on the conscience ; 
and their distance is much abused to give an 
indulgence to present sensualities. For this 
we have the testimony of our blessed Saviour 
himself, Matt. 24 : 48. "The evil servant 
says, my Lord delays his coming ; then he 
begins to smite his fellow servants, and to cat 
and drink witli the drunken." And Solo- 
mon teaches us the same truth, Eccles. 8:11. 
"Because sentence against an evil work is 
not executed speedily, therefore the heart of 
the sons of men is fully set in them to do 
evil." And even the good servants in this 
imperfect state, the sons of virtue and piety 
may be too much allured to indulge sinful 
negligence, and yield to temptations too easi- 
ly when the terrors of another world are set 
so far off, aud their hope of happiness is de- 
layed so long. It is granted, indeed, that 
this sort of reasoning i& very unjust; but 
so foolish are our natures, that we are too 
ready to take up with it, and to grow more 
remiss in the cause of religion. 

Whereas if it can be made to appear from 
the word of God, that, at the moment of 
death, the soul enters into an unchangeable 
state according to its character and conduct 
here on earth, and that the recompences of 
vice and virtue, are, in some measure, to be- 
gin immediately upon the end of our state of 
trial ; and if, besides all this, there be a glo-

which mankind would form to themselves 
from the unknown distance of the day of rec- 
ompence. Virtue will have a stronger and a 
nearer guard placed about it, and piety will 
be attended with superior motives, if its ini* 
tial rewards are near at hand, and shall 
commence as soon as this life expires ; and 
the vicious and profane will be more effectu- 
ally affrighted, if the hour of death must im- 
mediately consign them to a state of perpet- 



ual, sorrows and bitter anguish of conscience, 
without hope, and with a fearful expectation 
of yet greater angUiAi and sorrows. 

I know what the opposers of the separate 
state reply here, viz. That the whole time 
from death to the resurrection, is but as the 
sleep of a night; and the dead shall awake 
out of their graves, utterly ignorant and In- 
sensible of the long distance of time that hath 
passed since their death. One year, or one 
thousand years will be the same thing to 
them ; and, therefore, they should" be as care- 
ful to prepare for the day of judgment, and 
the rewards that attend it, as they are for 
their entrance into the separate state at 
death, if there were any such state to receive 
them. 

I grant, men should be so in reason and 
justice : but such is the weakness and folly 
of our natures, that men will not be so much 
influenced nor alarmed by distant prospects, 
nor so solicitous to prepare for an event 
which they suppose to be so very far off, as 
they would for the same event, if it commen- 
ces as soon as ever this mortal life expires. 
The vicious man will indulge his sensualities 
and lie down to sleep in death with this com- 
fort, I shall take* ray rest here for a hundred 
or a thousand years, and perhaps in all that 
space, in^r offences may be forgotten or some- 
thing may happen that I may escape ; or let 
the worst come that can come, I shall have a 
long sweet nap before my sorrows begin. 
Thus the force of divine terrors are greatly 
enervated by this delay of punishment. 

I will not undertake to determine, when 
the soul is dismissed from the body, whether 
there be any explicit divine sentence passed 
concerning its eternal state of happiness or 
misery, according to its*vorks in this life; or 
whether the pain or pleasure that belongs to 
the separate state be not chiefly such as 
arises by natural consequence from a life of 
sin or a life of holiness, aud as being under 
the power of an approving or a condemning 
conscience ; but it seems to me more prob- 
able, that since the spirit returns to God that 
gave it ; to "God the Judge of all," with 
whom "the spirits of the just made perfect" 
dwell; and since the spirit of a Christian 
when "absent from the body is present with 
the Lord," i. e., Christ, I am more inclined 
to think that there is, some sort of judicial 
determination of this important point, either 
by God himself, or by Jesus Christ, into 
whose hands he has committed all judgment. 
Ileb. 9 : 27. u lt is appointed unto men once 
to die, but after this the judgment." Whether 
immediate or more distant, is not here ex- 
pressly declared, though the immediate con- 
nexion of the words hardly gives room for 
seventeen hundred years to intervene. IJut 
if the solemn formalities of a judgement be 
delayed, yet the conscience of a separate 
spirit, reflecting on a holy or a sinful life, is 
sufficient to begin a heaven or a hell imme- 
diately after death. Amongst those who de- 
lay the season of recompence till the resur- 
rection, there are some who suppose the soul 
to exist still as a distinct being from the body, 
but to pass the whole interval of time in a 
state of stupor or sleep, being altogether un- 
conscious and inactive. Others again imag- 
ine that the soul itself has not a sufficient 
distinction from the body to give it any prop- 
er existence when the body dies ; but that its 
existence shall be renewed at the resurrection 
of the body, and then be made the subject of 
joy or pain, according to its behaviour in this 
mortal state. I think there might be an ef- 
fectual argument against each of these opin- 
ions from the principles of philosophy. 

I shall just give a hint of them, and then 
proceed to search what Scripture has re- 
vealed in this matter which is of much great- 
er importance to us and will have a more 
powerful influence on the minds of Chris- 
tians.

such a new conscious principle or person can- 
not properly be rewarded or punished tor 
persona 1 virtues or vices of which itself can- 
not be conscious by any power of memory or 
reflection and which were transacted in imk 
mortal state by another distinct principle 'at 
consciousness. For if the conscious princt? 
pie itself or the thinking being has ceaslK 
to exist it is impossible that it should retaflf 
any memory of former actions since itsejjl 
began to be but in the moment of the respr 
urrection. 

The doctrine of rewarding or punishing; 
the same soul or intelligent nature whicl. 
did good or evil in this life, necessarily re- 
quires that the same soul or intelligent na-

But if they imagine the soul to be extend- 3 S a tion 
ed it must either have something more of so- a co 'P s 
lidity or density than mere empty space, or it p/ ai 
must be quite as unsolid and thin as space 
itself.

ADDRESS TO MOTHERS. 



I low can the mother train up her child 
for God'. 1 

I reply, she must bo a woman of 
prayer, — of daijy, fervent, habitual 
prayer, — and for these reasons : 

She needs wisdorru^ 

The child must receive its first im- 
pressions and thoughts from its mother. 
She needs wisdom when, and what, and 
how, to teach it this or that. She wants 
to know how to reach the mind, how to 
impress it, how to guide it. how to dis- 
cipline it. We call this kind of wisdom 
skill ; but it does not come of itself. 
Nor is it inherent. But it follows in an- 
swer to prayer, for God only can impart 
that wisdom ; and the mother who does 
not seek it of him. may be sure she will 
never have it. She will not be led to 
say just the right things, in just the 
right time and manner. 

The motlier of all other things needs 
self -discipline. 

Without this, how can sh« forego the 
pleasures within her reach, if she leave 
her child in other hands and. free herself 
from the responsibility? How can she 
watch over her child day and night, in 
sickness and in health, with a patience 
that never tires, and with a vigilance 
that never, for a moment, slumbers ? 
The trials which press upon a mother 
are constant, unremitted, and except by 
prayer, unalleviated. Who can at all 
times, and under all circumstances, 
command her own temper and feelings, 
* subdue and discipline her own heart, 
unless the grace of God help to subdue 
and discipline that heart! Oh ! mother 
— you may not chide in anger — you 
may not speak with impatience, — you 
may not rebuke with angry severity,- — 
you may not correct in passion ! Your 
patience must never tire, your passions 
must never rise, — self-command must 
never for a moment seem to be relaxed, 
— self-control must never even falter ! 
This severe self-discipline you can seek 
and find only in prayer. Nothing else 
can give it, nothing else can retain it 
when given. 

The mother must be decided. 

It is not difficult to be decided, were 
t'lis all; but to be decided and firm 
while the feelings and the voice are as 
soft as the notes of the lute, is difficult. 
Your child has no judgment. Hundreds 
of times every week, and many times 
every day, he must be denied, and have 
his wishes and his will submit to yours. 
When he is well, you must, of necessity, 
be constantly thwarting his inclinations, 
forbidding him, or commanding him ; 
and when he is sick, you must force 
him. and stand further than ever aloof 
from indulgence. Even when you feel 
that he is on the bed of death, you must 
control him, govern him, and see that 
he obeys ! Your own decision, energy, 
and firmness, must never, waver for a 
moment in his presence. While a 
mother's heart pleads for indulgence, 
you must have a resolution which will 
lead you in your duty, even while the 
heart bleeds, and the eyes weep. That 
noble mother, who held her child while 
its leg was amputated, and did it with 
a firmness that he dared not resist, and 
with a tenderness that made him feel 
that she did it for his good— who does 
not admire? These two qualities, de- 
cision and mildness, are seldom found 
in man. He is either too stern, or too 
lenient. But the mother ! she can pos- 
sess them both in exercise at the same 
moment. But she must have the aid of 
heaven. She must seek it in prayer, at 
the foot of the throne, and there she 
will find it. 

She needs perseverance. 

The trials of a mother are constant, 
unknown, and indescribably great. One 
of the. warriors of the age tells us that 
in the evening after a most awful battle, 
he went out to the field among the dy- 



ing and the dead ; but nothing affected 
him so much as to find an officer slain, 
and his faithful dog lying at his breast, 
under his cloak, and howling in his 
aoony. This has been admired as a 
beautiful picture of faithful attachment ; 
but it is nothing in comparison with 
what the eye of God daily witnesses, as 
it looks down into the family circle and 
notices the thousands of mothers hang- 
ing over their dying children. 

The duties of the mother begin in the 
morning, and end not with the day ; 
they incessantly call upon her till she 
reaches the grave. Others may have a 
respite ; others may for a time throw off 
care, and anxiety, and responsibility. 
But the mother can never do so. She 
must be unwearied and faithful when 
no eye sees her to applaud ; must sow 
her seed when she sees no immediate 
prospect of a harvest ; must' expect no 
return and no reward for lie? 'labors for 
years, and it may be, for life. She can 
adopt no theory which is not to be re- 
duced to immediate and constant prac- 
tice. How can she have this faith, and 
this perseverance, unless she be in the 
habit of communion with God 1 The 
Bible and prayer must be her strength 
and her weapons. With these, she can 
carry her babes through the deserts 
where fiery serpents beset her path, and 
they shall not be bitten. Without these, 
she has all the sorrows, anxieties, and 
griefs of a mother, without anything of 
those consolations which God bestows 
in answer to prayer. Do you wish a 
wisdom that is profitable to direct, a pa- 
tience that never forsakes you. a firm- 
ness that never leaves you, a faith that 
always bears you upward and onward, 
looking for your rewards hereafter — you 
must seek these by prayer. Without 
this, you can neither govern yourself, 
nor your child, nor persevere. 

The child will receive impressions 
from the daily and hourly example of 
his mother, which will do more to form 
his character, than any and all the in- 
structions which you may give him. 
The example before his eyes, will, for 
several of the first years of his life, be 
his education. Now there are certain 
impressions which you should be very 
careful not to make upon your child, if 
you would train him up on the great 
scale of spending eternal ages in the ser- 
vice of God. 

Be careful and not lead your child to 
feel that the body is the great object for 
which he lives. 

The first impressions which the child 
necessarily receives, will be, that his 
mother considers the body an object of 
great concern and importance. The 
great business of intercourse bet 
the child and the mother for a nu: 
of years, is to minister to the want 
the body — its food, its cleanliness, its 
dress. How little does he understand 
that this body is only the house for the 
spirit to dwell in, and that in compari- 
son with the soul, it is of no worth ! 
When you leach your child, when you 
pray with him, be careful and make the 
right impression as to t lie comparative 
worth of the soul and the body. Every 
child is naturally a sensualist. He 
would live to gratify the appetites of the 
body; and the mother, unless she looks 
well to this subject, and exercises very 
great care, will make the same impres- 
sion. I have known many children 
who, from some defect in their educa- 
tion in this respeet, felt that the highest 
of all gratifications is that of indulging 
in certain articles of luxury. 

A second impression to be avoided is, 
that you do not lead your child to feel 
that any earthly distinction is, of itself ) 
of any value. 

How is it that the child so early 
learns that his father is a great man, 
and therefore he must be caressed and 
treated with deference ; or that, his 
father is a rich man, and therefore he 
may take airs to himself accordingly ; 
or that his father has a house, or a store, 
or a farm, different and better than oth- 
ers I Who made these impressions on 
the child ! He received them at home, 
and there estimated their worth, by see- 
ing what value his parents placed upon 
them ; and he values them, and is vain 
of them, just as example has taught him 
to be. The objection is not that he 
knows these things to be ycurs, but that 
a deeper impression is not made; viz., 
that nothing on earth is of any value, 
except as a means with which to honor 
God. Let him see by your constant ex- 
ample, and conversation, that you feel 
that nothing but piety, or what may be 
made to promote piety on earth, is worth 
naming. The fashion of this world 
passeth away; the pomp and magnifi- 
cence of life, the glitter of wealth, and 
the artificial splendors of time, will soon 
be gone, and the one great question on 
which the destiny of the soul for eternt- 
ty balances, is, have you served God in 
your day and generation ? 

A third impression to be avoided is, 
that you do not let your child see that you 
have two characters. 

. It requires no great art to teach your 
child to be a hypocrite. Let him see his 
mother impatient, irritable, morose when 
nobody but the family are present, and 
then ,^ee her face dressed in smiles when 
company are present, and she has 
taught him a lesson which he will never 
fovgeU He unconsciously draws the 
inference, that if a mild and pleasant 
^character may be assumed whenever his 
mother chooses to assume it, so may a 
religions character ; and the impression 
upon him is, that all your character is 
artificial, except your poor, every-day 




character. The next consequence is, 
that your religious instructions . are 
mostly lost. Let your patience be ex- 
hausted, and your spirit be fretful and 
impatient as you put your weary child 
to bed at night, and the next moment 
call upon him to join you in acts of de- 
votion, and he knows, without the pow- 
er "of reasoning, that such religion can 
have but a slight hold on the heart. 
Above all things, do not so live, that 
your child shall feel that all your char- 
acter is artificial, except the poorest part 
of that character ; "for this will not only 
teach him to be a hypocrite, but will 
shortly give him the heart of a little in- 
fidel. 

One more caution. If you would 
train up your child for usefulness*among 
men, and for the glory hereafter, you 
must have no views which are measured 
by a scale narrower or shorter than that 
of eternity. 

It is a universal law in the moral, as 
well as in the natural world, that the 
water can never rise higher than its 
fountain. He who feels that it is enough 
for him to move in a very'narrow circle, 
will not be likely to fill one that is very 
wide, or to have his influence extensive- 
ly felt. Just as the Indian boy, who 
has been taught that it is enough, if he 
be able to manage a canoe, will never 
be likely to be fitted to take command 
of a ship. And the mother who feels 
that the great object for which she lives, 
and for which her child is to live, is to 
have its body fed and clothed and shel- 
tered, and to have him a creature of this 
world, will never so train him tip that 
the spirit will be likely to make eternity 
the great object for which he lives. But 
what would you think of a teacher who 
should take your children, and whose 
highest aim was to prepare them for a 
single half-day's exhibition during the 
year 7 This single exhibition constitutes, 
in his view, the whole and the great ob- 
ject of education ! Would he be the 
man to educate your child ? You say, 
no ! But the little exhibition which a 
mortal can make here, is not an hour, 
compared with that eternity which is 
before him. What though your child 
appeared admirably -at the exhibition, 
and drew many eyes upon him, yet if 
wholly unfitted for the trials, the busi- 
ness, and the duties of life, you have 
paid too dear for the exhibition ; — and 
though your child may walk upon the 
high places of the earth, or even wear 
so dazzling a thing as a crown, it is but 
the bubble of a moment. The day of 
the soul's existence is yet to come — a 
day, remember, to be spent according to 
its training and character formed here, 
'he burden imposed upon the mother 
parent — if I am correct, is Tm- 
e ; and who hath required this at 
er hand 1 I reply, there are special 
reasons why she should cheerfully take 
all this trouble and faithfulness upon her- 
self. 

Mothers ! we want your sons to stand 
in these pulpits, which we shall soon 
vacate. Yours, to be pillars in these 
churches ; — yours, to go to the isles of 
the ocean ; — yours, to labor and die on 
the burning sands of Africa ; yours, to 
carry light into the dark heart of India; 
and yours to go to the snows of the 
North ! Yes ! there will, I trust, moth- 
ers read these pages, whose sons and 
daughters ought to rise up for God, and 
cry,. "Here are we, send us !" Train 
them up to this service — to the holy ser- 
vice of being agents in redeeming mind, 
imperishable mind, from sin and Satan ! 
Train them up for the work of plucking 
brands from burning, and- seeing them 
become stars in the kingdom of God ! 
Thus you can, and yon wiil hasten the 
jubilee ot the earth; and though your 
eyes will soon close in death, yet you 
shall welcome those whom you and 
your child red have led to Jesus. They 
shall come from the east and the west, 
from the north and the south, and shout 
"grace, grace.' 7 

Train up your child to live and act 
for eternity, because, 

This will j)l ace y ou high among the 
sons of light. 

You remember that the poor widow- 
gave her two mites, and it was more 
than all the jicbLGpuld do. The cup of 
cold water, ftfferjfyd to Christ, shall be 
rewarded, ni^w 

But what are such offerings? Who 
can bring an offering so rich, so costly, 
as the mother who gives her child to the 
service of God. She makes a sacrifice 
which no money can purchase, which 
no tongue can describe; and she shall 
have a reward proportionate to the gift. 
Oh ! what streams of joy and blessed- 
ness will forever flow into the heart of 
the faithful mother ! Christ will own 
her as "his mother, and her sons and 
daughters as his brothers and sisters ! 
Was she unknown on earth, and was 
the fire which she ever kept burning on 
the altar of her heart unseen by man 2 
But her reward shall be sure — she shall 
enter into the joy of her Lord. 

Train up your child for eternity, be- 
cause, 

This -will place your child high in 
glory hereafter. 

Those now on earth, living by faith, 
and who "keep the sayings - of this 
book," the most devoted men living, are 
those who have been led to Christ by a 
mother's love and faithfulness. You 
can hardly be aware how* deep may be 
the impression which you may make 
on the mind of your child, even in a 
very few moments of time. For one, I 
truly say, I have never met with any 
loss so great, as that of losing the care 



and instructions of my mother during 
my childhood, in consequence of her 
having lost her reason. But I can re- 
collect that when a very little child. I 
was standing at the open window, at 
the close of a lovely summer's day. The 
large red sun was just sinking away be- 
hind the western hills; the sky was gold 
and purple commingled'; the winds were 
sleeping, and a soft, solemn stillness 
seemed to hang over the earth. I was 
watching the sun as he sent his yellow 
rays through the trees, and felt a. kind of 
awe, though I knew not wherefore. Just 
then my mother came to me. She was 
raving with frenzy — for reason had long 
since left its throne — and her, a victim 
of madness. She came up to me, wild 
with insanity. I pointed to the glorious 
sun in the west, and in a moment she 
was calm ! She took my little hand 
within hers, and told me that "the great 
God made the sun, the stars, the world, 
everything ; — that he it was who made 
her little boy, and gave him an immor- 
tal spirit ; — that yonder sun, and the 
green fields, and the world itself, will 
one day be burned up, but that the spirit 
of her child will then be alive — for he 
must live when heaven and earth are 
gone; — that he must pray to the great 
God. and love, and serve him forever!" 

She let go my hands, — madness re- 
turned,— she hurried away. I stood 
with my eyes filled with tears, and my 
little bosom heaving with emotions 
which I could not have described ; but 
I can never forget the impressions which 
that conversation of my poor mother 
left upon me ! Oh, what a blessing 
would it have been, had the inscrutable 
providence of God given me a mother 
who could have repeated these instruc- 
tions, accompanied by her prayers, 
through all the days of my childood. 
But — "even so, Father, for so it seemeth 
good in thy sight." 

There is a gift which the mother can 
bestow — the richest in the universe of 
God. She cannot give her child earthly 
distinction ; she cannot say that earthly 
blessings shall be his ; but she can do 
more; she can place a crown of life on 
his head, and see him shine forth in the 
kingdom of God, as the sun in the fir- 
mament, forever and ever. — Rev. John
